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A Clear 

Clear Boycott Policy. 

THE question of the boycott has now become befogged by 
faction and controversy ; and, in the enveloping darkness, there 
is plainly a danger of wandering from the main line of the issue 
into unimportant by-paths and blind alleys, if, indeed, that has 
not already been done. It is imperative, therefore, that we 
should get back to the broad high-road of policy and penetrate 
to essentials unclouded by minor considerations and viewed in 
their proper perspective. The question of whether Jews should 
boycott German goods and services came to the front about the 
time of the German elections, which were followed by HITLER'S 
seizure of power—that is to say, in March last. The Jeivish 
Chronicle on March 24th laid down its attitude on the subject 
in the clearest and most unequivocal terms. In its leading 
article, headed A Jewish Retort to the Nazis,“ it declared 
unhesitatingly for the boycott, and it went on to use these 
words: 

Let Jews, here and in every land, borrow. from the 
Germans their weapon ‘of the boycott and turn it against 
them. If only half the Jewries of the world would wield 
it vigorously, if they would refuse to buy German goods, 
ignore German shipping and watering places, avoid all fresh 
participation in German finance, and handle the boycott 
over all the wide field in which it is capable of being 
employed, they would show that that force which the 
Prussian mentality alone understands is not the possession 
of tyrants alone. In America, Poland, Rumania, Palestine, 
the boycott is being preached, or has actually begun. It 
must be widespread, if it is to be effective, and it must be 
unflinchingly pursued. “Not an ounce of German goods!” 
“Not an atom of German service!” till the Nazis desist 
from their devilries. To the cry of “Perish Judea!” let 
the answer be Jewry, awake!” 

From this position The Jewish Chronic’e has never receded, 
In article after article it has vigorously reaffirmed it, and, in 
doing so, has reflected the opinions, as it believed and still 
believes, of many thousands of the Jews of these islands,

— — 


There can be no doubt whatever that The Jewish Chronicle and 
large masses of the Community demanded a determined boycott 
as one means of protecting German Jews, and the honour of 
the whole race, from the diabolical attack of the Nazis, 

The question then arose of whether these expressions of 
spontaneous individual feeling did not also necessitate collec- 
tive organising. This point was overlooked by men of leading 
among us and, in our view, they laid themselves open 
to a justifiable charge of laxity or short-sightedness, or 
both. Instead, the way was left open to well- meaning and 
energelic enthusiasts to form boycott organisations of their 
own, with resounding and misleading titles. In June and July, 
the Board of Deputies was asked to sponsor the movement. 
For weighty and irresistible reasons, it refused. But still 
nobody with the influence to do so regarded it as his duty to 


attempt to guide the movement for organisation, to lay the: 


spirit of faction, and to bring order into a situation growing hourly 
more confused. As the result, a mere question of machinery has 
been allowed to dominate the question of principle, and the 
whole situation has become utterly be-devilled. In these 
deplorable conditions The Jewish Chronicle endeavoured to steer 
those concerned back to realities. One of the new bodies set 
up to organise the boycott had given itself the name of the 
Jewish Representative Council. The Jewish Chronicle asked 
only that a title so calculated to mislead people outside the 
Community, as well as to divide and embitter opinions within, 
should be dropped, so that the Council could go to its work 
unimpeded. It urged, in the interests of the boycott cause, 
that both this body and another, known as Captain Webber's 
Boycott Organisation, should settle their differences, so that 
two rival organisations should not uselessly fritter away money 


and energies and go knocking at the samo doors in a word, 


that, for the sake of cfliciency, unity of direction should bo 
introduced. Neither on the question of name nor on that of 
union have the responsible parties made any practical advance, 
so far, to the position which this paper thought it right te 
take up in the interests of the common cause. That position, 
we repeat, has been clear and consistent. We have called for a 
Boycott. We have asked only that a rational organisation, free 
from rivalries and the hampering suspicions attaching to 
grandiloquent titles, bo instituted to give the Boycott its 
maximum force. For reasons into which we have no desire te 
enter, the boycott is proclaimed, but the rational organisation 
remains still to seek. The principle is still subordinated to the 
machine, the greater is still swallowed up in the less! 

That is the situation which confronts us to-day. We say 
that it is a dishonouring and a humiliating situation. It argues 
a lack ef practical good sense and a failure of constructive 
leadership. It is a reflection on communal sincerity. And 
it threatens to make English Jewry an object of ridicule and 
contempt to the enemy. We ask again, is this the best that the 
Community can do in a terrible emergency? Is this tho 
highest height we can rise to in the presence of unparalleled 
danger and intolerable affront? If so, the most scathing 
criticisms that have been passed upon Anglo-Jewry will be 
justified, and future generations will cry “shame” upon it and 
its shabby pettiness. But we do not believe that the day has 
been altogether lost for wisdom and restraint. We hold that 
none of the difficulties that seem to loom so large are incapable 
of adjustment by sensible and practical men intent only on the 
general good. We are loth to think that the contending parties 
are insensible to the serious considerations we have set forth. 
We appeal to all parties to toss aside minor. issues, to 
remember the magnitude of present sufferings and the gravity 
of present perils, to sink the unutterably small in the infinitely 
greater, and to determine, onee for all, that the boycott shall 
at long last be given free play, so that the only weapon we 
possess shall not break in our hands in a miserable squabble 
as to who should wield it. It is an appeal to reason and to 
Jewish feeling. Let those who are primarily concerned, and 
others whose guidance is rightly looked for, not pass it by! One 
final word we feel compelled to add. In such a matter as the 
Boycott, sensible men do not talk over-much—they act!

It is clear, 
of course, that the absence of the definite article meant nothing at 
all, and that the paragraph meant just what it said—that an 
offence having now been committed by organised Jewry, Fascism 
could now step off the fence and attack Jewry as a body. Indeed, 
as we read further into the article our interpretation is strongly 
conlirmed, “ The Jews,’ we are told- not some Jews "—" have now 
organised as a racial minority within the State to conduct a furious 
agitation with all the force of their great money power, which can 
have no effect except to drag this country towards war with 
Germany.” Again, their money power — that is, the money power 
of the Jews — has established such a grip upon press and other 
organs for the creation of public opinion that they are in a 
position to hold up to ransom the established parties of the State.“ 
Is it not the idlest nonsense, in the light of all this, for the paper 
now to argue that it is only Jews,’ and not “the Jews,’ whom it 
assails, and to claim that it is not anti-Semitic? In any case, if 
it has no anti-Semitic purpose, and is passionately attached to 
religious toleration,” why cannot it eondemn alleged lapses of 
conduct on the part of individuals without attaching the label 
“Jew to them? “It must be perfectly well aware that the singling 
out of Jews as guilty of this and that piece of mischief must and 
does lead the unthinking to wholesale condemnation of Jews as a 
body. Sir Oswald, who recently sent his Deputy toa great Nazi 
celebration at Nuremberg, is well aware that the German brand of 
Fascism has deliberately played upon this mob tendency. Sir 
Oswald himself seems willing to wound but afraid to strike.”

Of course, there is not a shred of truth in the charge that Jews 
are dragging Britain to war. In their own interests, no less than in 
those of the world at large, they could not dream of such folly or 
wickedness, even if they could compass it, and the speech of Sir 
Herbert Samuel in Parliament last week, to which we invite the 
BLACKSHIRT'S attention, is conclusive evidence of this fact. Only 
the bilious ravings of irresponsible agitators could suggest that 
Jews are anxious to see the whole world laid in ruins, themselves 
impoverished and their sons mangled, for any sectional purpose, 
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particularly as the supposed beneficiaries of their action 
would also probably be decimated, if not destroyed. The 
paper proclaims that “Jewry in England must decide whether 
its members are of British nationality or not . If 
Jewry in Britain is British, and places the interests of Britain 
first, then it is utterly unjustified in interfering with the internal 
affairs of Germany by declaring a boycott of German goods. It 
is not in the interests of Great Britain that certain of its 
citizens should use their money power to the detriment of a 
great and friendly nation.” We have recollections of a recent 
speech by Hitler in which he pooh-poohed the effect of the boycotf, 
which does not therefore seem to be very detrimental to the 
friendly nation. The British Fascists are more Nazi than the Nazis. 
We would point out, too, that if the boycott is not in the interests 
of Great Britain, there is a British Government to say so. But it 
would be interesting, likewise, to hear whether Sir Oswald raised a 
similar cry when, a few years ago, a campaign was waged in this 
country for the boycott of Russian oil products, and whether, on 
that occasion, he denied the title of British to the DAILY MIL. 
The article with which we are dealing declares that there is an 
organised gaug of Jews in the East End of London who have 
publicly proclaimed that they are out to stop all Fascist meetings in 
London, and it goes on to suggest, ~ and not w ithout good reason, 
that there is not much about the workings of this gang which if 
could tellus. The innuendo here is false. IR IEWISsn CHRONICLE 
and Inwien Wortp have no knowledge of the workings of an 
They have published ‘in their columns, 
with strong warning, any reports of disturbances between Jews 
and Fascists, and beyond that they have no more information than

Fifty Years Ago And Now. 

Just fifty years ago, the Hitler of those days—the notorious 
Herr Stöcker, Chaplain to the German Court—-came to London and 
secured the Egyptian Hall of the Mansion House for the purpose of 
a lecture. Mr. Alderman Isaacs approached the Lord Mayor, Mr. 
(afterwards Sir R. N.) Fowler, asking him either to revoke the 
permission to hold the meeting in the Hall, or todemand guarantees 
that the speaker would not use the opportunity to attack the Jews. 
Incidentally, he reminded Mr. Fowler of the sacred associations of 
the Egyptian Hall with humanitarian purposes—in particular of the 
meeting convened there to protest against the Jewish persecution 
in Rumania, and attended; among others, by the Bishop of 
Gloucester of that time (present Bishop of Gloucester, please note !). 
Three days later came a reply from the Lord Mayor, enclosing a 
copy of the following letter he had addressed to the ‘gentleman 
to whom he had given permission for the Stöcker lecture in the 
Egyptian Hall: 


The Mansion Honse, London, E. C., 
November 10th, 1883. 

My dear Sir, When I gave permission for the meeting at the 
Mansion House, I was under the impression that it was simply in connec- 
tion with the Luther Commemoration, and was under the patronage of a 
Committee of which Lord Shaftesbury is President. I find, however, that 
the leading speaker is to be a Mr. Stöcker, who is the head of the Anti- 
Semitic Committee at Berlin, and who is regarded by the Jews as having 
stirred up ill-feeling against them in Germany. 

“ Under these circumstances, I must ask that the meeting may be held 
elsewhere, as Mr. Stöcker is a man whom no Lord Mayor would like to 
speak at the Mansion House. The Jewish Community is one of the 
largest in the City, and comprises among its members many of its most 
hououred citizens. A Lord Mayor cannot disregard the feelings of such men 
by giving prominence to one who has excited hostile feeling against them ; 
and having, both in the City and in Parliament, strongly denounced the 
persecutions to which the Jews have been subjected, I am not the man 
to do so. . 
Believe me, yours very truly, 

(Signed) R. N. FOWLER.”’ 
Rebuffed by the Mansion House, Herr Stöcker contrived to 
address a turbulent and badly-attended meeting in the Memorial 
Hall, but steered clear of the Jews in his speech. Tun JEwisn 
CHRONICLE, in its comments on the fiasco, mentioned that the 
followers of Stöcker, once so numerous,“ were fast dwindling 
away.” The lapse of half-a-century has proved, once again, how 
hopes of the decay of anti-Semitism are belied with the years, and 
how chronic especially is the disease in Germany. But the Stocker 
precedent is not without its moral value in this year 19383, when 
anti-Jewish fomenters of trouble are again with us, seeking the ears 
of British citizens. 
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Barmitzvah Feasts. 

Here is an abridged report of a Barmitzvah celebration, which 
we take from a local paper published in North London. It enjoys 
the distinction of double headlines, which run as follows: “ Jewish 
Ceremony. Dinner and Ball in Honour of Son's Confirmation.” 
Two-hundred-and-fifty guests, it tells us, were present. A toast 
was drunk to the hero of the occasion, at the instance of a Jewish 
Minister who informed the two-hundred-and-fifty that the host 
and hostess had looked forward with great joy to that day. 
it was not only a day of happiness for them, but a day they 
richly deserved. He congratulated them on having a son possessed 
of fine qualities which, no doubt, said the speaker, with the flattery 
that is common form on such occasions, he had inherited from his 
parents. Then, according to the report, the headmaster of the 
school which the boy attended “spoke at length” on the manner in 

_which the lad had acquitted himself “at the ordeal of Barmitzvah 
at the Synagogue,” and added his congratulations to the host and 
hostess. What the “ordeal” was and what exceptional qualities it 
called forth we are not informed, but it is a relief to sec, from the 
-report of his speech, that the boy himself escaped unspoiled from this 
fresh ordeal to which he was subjected. Anyway, here is a choice 
example of the useless display, of which so much criticism is right! 
being heard just now—the Dinner and Ball to 250 guests, the invitation 
to the local press to attend, the report in the newspaper giving all the 
facts for Jew-baiters to use as ammunition in these hungry times. 
One asks, almost in despair, whether we are ever to be rid of this 
sort of thing and when some Jewish parents are going to acquire 
a sense of proportion in their domestic celebrations. What useful 
service can be rendered by bidding 250 guests to a feast that could 
not be done by a gathering of one-fifth of that number? Is it 
common sense, or even paternal solicitude, to turn a boy with 
less wisdom than this one seems to have shown into a prig, 
through loading him with as much praise as if he had won a battle 
or at least the Victoria Cross? And all the expenditure that was 
involved, let us remember, was indulged in at a time when the 
German-Jewish Fund is in need of help. Surely the better way is 
that of two Manchester co-religionists—Mr. and Mrs. J. Rose—who, 
instead of pouring out money on lavish Barmitzvah festivities, have 
handed Mr. Nathan Laski a cheque for 100 guineas to be distributed 
among charities, at his discretion. Such an act is a fine example to 
a boy, and appropriate to the occasion. Perhaps we shall never 
eradicate the practice to which we refer until Ministers cease to 
attend the extravagant functions and flatter those who provide them,

Sin, The recent announcement made in your journal that the Rev. 
Professor Marks had accepted an invitation to preach in the Western 
Sypagogue seems to have met with cordial approval from most judicially- 
minded persons. It will, therefore, occasion your readers no small amount 
of astonishment to hear that after the satisfaction which has been 80 
generally expressed, the project has fallen through. The reason 
assigned for its collapse is that a communication has been received 
by the Executive of the Western Synagogue from the Chief Rabbi which 
prevents their having the proposed series of sermons. This does 
not, however, represent all the circumstances of the case, which are as 
follows: An emissary from the Chief Rabbi waited on Professor Marks to 
induce him to recant the promise he had made in reply to the invitation. 
As Mr. Marks absolutely refused this extraordinary request, recourse was 
had to the authorities of the Western Synagogue, with such result as now 
ippears. « 

Lately, the Board of Deputics invited the West London Synagogue to 
join their body, but I do not think it likely, in view of what has now 
occurred, that the seceders would associate themselves with a Board 
placed under ecclesiastical authorities who use their power in so haughty 
a manner. In short, this step, the most foolhardy taken by the eccle- 
siastical authorities since 1841, can have but one issue. It will indefinitely 
postpone the re-union of the two sections, which many people so earnestly 
desired, and which only a few days ago seemed so near of accomplishment.

Why Did Jews Confer? 


HATEVER the practical outcome of the recent World Jewish 
Conference —and of that, perhaps, only the future can tell— 
the gathering had a. least one aspect of striking interest. It 
exhibited the willingness of the World Jewries to come together ir 
mutual consultation for a common purpose. There is no gainsaying 
the significance of that! Whether the final output of the Conference 
be small or large, we may all take comfort from the fact that Jews 
overywhere were, at any rate, ready to realise the need of delibera- 
tion in a crisis, and to join, like a band of brothers, if possible, in a 
combined effort to relieve and succour a hard-pressed section of the 
race. It was all done, moreover, with dignity, with restraint, 
and without the hoarse declamation. and defiant heroics 
with which Nazidom nightly makes the ether hideous. Although 
the Conference was mainly concerned with measures of relief, it wis, 
in spirit, a demonstration of united Jewish resistance to the 
destructive work of our enemies. That quality cannot be over- 
looked by others, and, one hopes, will not! It suggests that the 
increasing intensity of anti-Jewish enmity is driving Jewry into a 
common front, whether all its members wish it or not and that, the 
bifterer the animosity, the closer must the unity almost inevitabl; 
be. It has been long in coming, but one may rejoice that it is here at 
long last. 


HAT was it that brought these Jews of different lands to the 
Conference? ‘The superficial answer is, of course, the desire 
to help their brethren. But what were the reasons, the impulses, 
that fashioned that desire, and impelled those who cherished it to 
travel over thousands of miles of ocean to translate it into terms of 
practical endeavour’ That is a question which Jews may very wel! 
ask themselves, and which they should, indeed, explore. The other 
day, Lheard Rabbi Mattuck discuss it; and perhaps the very fact 
that he, a Liberal Minister, standing poles apart from so many of his 
people, should have devoted an eloquent sermon to the subject of 
Jewish unity adds force to what 1 have said above on the signifi- 
cance of the conference. Rabbi Mattuck made a sort of anatomical 
examination of the mentality of the Jewries that had brought the 
London conclave into being. He found three causes at work in 
the demonstration of solidarity. The first was the realisation by 
Jes of their common history, sad or triumphant, and their 
pride in a great literature, especially the Bible. The second 
was their common religion, for the important differences of stand- 
point which divided them in this respect were not so wide as 
those that divided Judaism from other creeds. The third impelling 
force the preacher described as psychological.“ IIe illustrated, 
by an example, what he meant by this word. If, he said, a 
Jew met somebody in a distant land and that person exclaimed 
“fam a Jew!” those words struck instantly a responsive chord 
in the hearer, and the strangers felt, somehow, drawn together 
in amity. Now all this is surely true. But it seems to 
warrant a little further analysis, and in this respect, a little 
incident into which I was myself drawn some time ago may 
have some value, It took place one evening at a country hotel. 
Suddenly I became aware that a fellow-Jew, wandering, ill at ease, 
in the drawing-room, was gazing towards me. In a moment, he 
was striding in my direction, and accosting me with the words: 
“You are a Jew. Im so glad I've met you! ..°'. “Why?” I 
asked him. Because, he said, the stiff and stand-offish attitude of 
his non-Jewish fellow-guests had given him an uncomfortable 
feeling. In the company of another Jew, he was less ill at ease; and 
from that moment until the rest of our stay, he and I were fast 
friends. Well, ‘I venture to throw out the suggestion that 
the reason why my chance new friend was drawn to me may 
be found-in the emotional characteristics which Jews have in 
common. If these common characteristics are really a fact, then 
from them must spring a sense of comradeship—and more. In 
fact, it may not be stretching it too far to say that my new-found 
friend felt a sort of family feeling towards me. And, of course, 
whatever the family jars, when one member is brutally attacked 
it is only natural that his kindred should resent it, and confer 
together to help him. The same sense of kinsbip is seen in the 
shudder which a Jew experiences at the thought that he might 
meet a fellow-Jew in battle (though that never interferes with the 
patriotic discharge of his duty). And if all this be so, then the 
psychological factor to which the preacher referred stands explained 
as the family feeling springing from common characteristics which, 
in their turn, are probably fortified by common racial experiences. 


Bet psychological, religious and historical factors do not, by 

themselves, quite answer the question why the World Jewries 
have sprung unitedly to the relief of one tormented Community. 
There are other forces to be taken into account. Is it not that, in 
face of the Nazi onslaught, the better-placed Jews feel a profound sense 
of duty towards brethren still unredeemed from virulent oppression ? 
If so, then the quality at work is sheer chivalry—a high-minded 
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endeavour to throw a life-belt to those left behind on a sinking 
ship. You saw the same thing in the strenuous resistance, main. 
tained in the teeth of a growing anti-Semitism at home, to the 
attempts to restrict alien immigration in this country. Knowing 
full well the attacks on themselves that they were inviting, the 
Jews of England never paused in their efforts against an agitation 
which they deemed unjustified, and in their work to keep England 
true to her rdle as the haven of refugees. They failed, but their 
work remains for ever a fine, if not the best, chapter in their 
history. It was true chivalry, and it is, largely, the same sense of 
chivalry which brought the Jews of the world into Conference about 
the German Jews. I say largely,“ because I believe also that, 
underlying their action, was a further perfectly legitimate and 
honourable motive—their feeling that the peace and welfare of all 
Jews, and the victory or the reverse of the highest human ideals, 
were involved in the fate of their German brethren. It is axiomatic 
that if the theories of the Nazis prevail, and the nations acquiese in 
the degradation of German Jewry to the status of an inferior and 
second-rate caste, then the position of no Jews anywhere will be 
secure, and a deadly blow will be dealt at the principles of human 
brotherhood and peace. It is the realisation of these twin truths, [ 
believe, that has nerved World Jewry in this crisis, and moved the 
race to its spontaneous support of the falling. I take that fact to 
be a heartening one. It shows that our people are sensitive to 
broad tendencies, and that they are prepared-to consult and, as far 
as may be, to act together when they operate to the Jewish atid 
the general hurt. 


HERE may have been further considerations in the minds of 
the Jewries which went into Conference. But the question 

that will now inevitably arise is: Having once met, will they 
gather on further occasions to déliberate on other and perhaps 
wider issues? ‘That depends, in a large degree, on the way in 
which the represented Jewries now pull together to carry out 
the schemes agreed to at the London Conference, and the 
loyalty and sincerity they display in the process. If they work, 
as every good Jew must hope, in a spirit of practical 
brotherhood, then a demand for similar collaboration in other 
spheres of Jewish interest may be expected to arise. Dr. Mattuck 
can think of Jewry only in terms of spiritual unity. He believes 
that this alone was the force that brought the World. Conference to 
London. He would scout the idea of a Jewish Conference to discuss 
political conditions, and abide in his, own tabernacle if the Con. 
ference met. For my part, | find it hard to understand why a spiritual 
unity which can devise methods of relief from persecution should 
not also be concerned with the persecution itself. It might surely 
be argued that that is the more fruitful way—prevention, as opposed 
to medical attention when the disease is sown, Iam not, however. 
arguing the question, at this moment, of a Jewish political con- 
ference. All I am suggesting is that, concerted Jewish action 
having once begun, the question of developing it should be kept 
steadily in mind. In any case, there is sufficient material outside 
Germany to warrant more than one non-political gathering. Whether 
the political field may yet be entered remains to be seen. Hard 
facts sometimes have a way of taking a hand in such matters!

NEW DRIVE AGAINST JEWS 


GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENT SET UP. 


Jews to be Officially Degraded. 

Germany is embarking on a fresh anti-Jewish campaign. Dr. 
Frick, the Federal Minister of the Interior, spoke to this effect on 
Monday at the inauguration. of a new department of the Ministry of 
the Interior, whose task is to bring about the racial purification of 
the German nation. The officials of the new department must 
always keep the racial principle in mind,“ Dr. Frick told them. 
“The existing laws against mixed marriages must be drastically 
enforced. The doctrine of Nordic racial superiority must be incul- 
cated among the entire German population, men and women, and 
especially among the school children. That will have to be one of 
the most important duties of school teachers. The nation that 
adheres toa policy of racial purity must eventually rule the world.” 

A new wave of anti-Semitic propaganda has already followed 
the inauguration of the new Department.

An official announce- 
Tuesday says that all the existing organisations 
workers, dentists, lawyers, industrialists 
and merchants will be mobilised for the purpose. of conducting 
racial propaganda through their members living in all parts of the 
country, so that it will reach even the smallest and remotest villages. 
Particular emphasis will be placed on the danger presented by the 
Jews, and the need of ejecting them in order to preserve racial 
purity. The Press will also be roped-in for the campaign, the 
announcement says. In order to make the campaign fully effective, 
workers, artisans and peasants are being called upon to become 
members of the new. Racial Purity Department. Although the 
Department is part of the Ministry of the Interior, it will work in 
close contact with Dr. Goebbels's Ministry of Propaganda. The 
programme of the Department is first to carry into effect the 
Government's racial policy, secondly, to select research material 
relating to racial problems, and thirdly, to acquaint the population 
with the results of this scientific racial research work. ,

Mixed Marriages. 


The confusion that reigns ou the question of annulling mixed 
marriages is shown in an article appearing in the Deurscne JustTiz. 
distinction has been made between mixed marriages that took 
place before April 15th, 1933, and those that took place after that 
date. Wenmiust start from the fact that in the latter case the parties 
were acquainted with the racial problem and all its implications. 
it follows that in these cases the fact of ndén-Aryan descent cannot 
be made a ground for divorce, unless the racial difference was either 
unknown by error or concealed by cunning deception. In the case 
of mixed marriages contracted before April 15th, the answer is as 
difficult as it is clear in the preceding instance. On the one hand 
it is stressed that the possibility must be given of correcting an 
early “ mistake’ in the interest of the German people and its racial 
improvement. On the other hand, an unjust hardship will be placed 
on the non-Aryan party when he has lived for a long time with his 
partner in faithful union and especially when there are children.” 
The article concludes by hoping that a solution will be found in 
actual practice, each individual case having to be judged on its merits, 

A very different view is put forward in an article in the 
JURISTISCHE WOCHENSCHRIFT, edited by the Reichs Commissioner 
for Justice, Dr. Frank. The writer, Dr. Jung, considers that the 
dissolution of mixed marriages may be an “ urgent necessity,” as 
the Aryan partner may feel it to be an unbearable burden to con- 
tinue the marriage in view of the disadvantages caused. The non. 
Aryan party may also find it unbearable in view ot the changed 
circumstances to continue a relationship which was built up on the 
viewpoint of equality of civic rights and social status, seeing that it 
now assumes sacrifices from the Aryan party. Yet Dr. Jung's 
considered opinion is that mixed marriages entered into before the 
Nazi victory cannot be disputed, ‘ 

The Church Drops the Aryan Clause. 


For the first time since Hitler achieved power in Germany a 
section of the Community has banded itself together in open 
defiance of certain aspects of Nazism. It has been rewarded with 
immediate, if as yet incomplete, success. 


On Monday of last week a public meeting of the German 


Christian Movement was held in Berlin. It was attended by many |

thousands and closed with a unanimous resolution calling for the 
removal of all clergy who do not play a leading part in the National 
Socialist reformation,” and“ an immediate and rigorous application 
of the ban on Jewish clergymen and also the formation of Jewish 
Christians into separate units so as to make the German National 
Church free from all non- Germans both inthe service and in the creed.’ 
The resolution was moved by Dr. Krause, leader of the Berlin section 
of the Nazi Christians, who demanded that the Old Testament should 
disappear from religious instruction books, that all passages of an 
obviously superstitious character should be abolished from the 
New Testament, and that the Cruxifix should be discarded in favour 
of the Swastika. He declared that everything that sprang from a 
spirit “foreign to ours must be removed from the German people's 
Church, bo it ever so ancient or apparently venerable. Holy places 
must be sought for not in Palestine, but in our Fatherland.” The 
meeting was presided over by Dr. Hoffenfelder, the Bishop of the 
province of Brandenburg, in Nazi uniform, 

On the previous Saturday this same Bishop had suspended three 
prominent pastors for their opposition to the “Nazi German Christian 
spirit of the German Evangelical Church, and bad threatened thaf 
disciplinary action would be taken against them for disapproving 
of anti-Semitism in the Church. Through the offices of the 
Chancellory, the suspensions were cancelled over the week-end 
and a disturbing conflict was avoided on election day, when, 
otherwise, opposition pastors would have felt obliged to announce 
the news from their pulpits. Early on Tuesday, however, 
notices were again served, this time not of suspension but of 
disciplinary proceedings and dismissal. One of the suspended 
pastors, however, was Herr Niemöller, who was a submarine officer 
during the War and holds the Iron Cross. He is also, says Reuter, an 
ardent Nazi. Herr Niemdller went to the Reichs Bishop, Dr. Müller. 
lle demanded that Bishop Hoffenfelier and all members of the 
Supreme Church Council who attended the Berlin meeting should 
be removed from office on the ground that the pronouncements made 
there ran counter to the Christian doctrine. He further declared that 
he would not obey the suspension order and would continue to preach. 
The pastors were supported by telegrams of protest and solidarity 
from the individual members of the opposition Pastors’ Emergency 
League all over the country, whose names have thereby been dis- 
closed, end, in Westphalia at any rate, some moderate German 
Christians,” including one of the new Bishops. Dr. Müller thereupon 
sent a letter to the Supreme Church Council denouncing as heresy 
the attacks made by Dr. Krause on the Old and New Testaments and 
suspending him from all church offices. No mention was made of 
Bishop Hossenfelder, who had left the meeting before the resolution 
was put. 

On Wednesday, the Opposition Pastors League handed a siate- 
ment of claims to the ecclesiastical ministry of the unified 
Evangelical Church. These included a demand that Bishop Muller 
should repudiate the heresies of the German Christian’ movement 
us expressed at Monday's demonstration and should lay down his 
patronage of the movement and dismiss its leaders from church 
offices. On Thursday Dr. Müller received a deputation of the 
Pastor's League and said he would promulgate a Church law annull- 
ing all Church law passed this year until the issue of a Reich law. 
This law has now been promulgated and includes the revocation of 
the law passed by the Prussian General Synod excluding from 
Church office all persons of “ non-Aryan” descent or persons con- 
sidered “ politically untrustworthy” or persons not accepting the 
principles of the new Church constitution. The deputation declared 
that these measures did not satisfy them. They could only gain 
confidence in promises and laws “when the responsible leaders 
were removed.“ The Reich Primate would not agree to this, but 
offered to forbid the “German Christians” if the League were 
simultaneously dissolved. The delegates refused on the ground 
that they had risked their lives for the true confession and others 
had betrayed Christianity, such as those high officials who applauded 
heartily during Dr, Krause's speech at Monday's meeting, when the 
heretical demands were put forward. Dr. Müller thereupon agreed 
to open an enquiry into the occurrences at that meeting. 

No further satisfaction having been received by Sunday, which 
was celebrated as the 450th anniversary of Luther's birth, the 3,000 
members of the League read a declaration from their pulpits 
informing their congregations of the stand they were taking, and 
appealing for support. THe Times correspondent states that the 
League is more particularly an organisation of the northern and 
western parts of Germany, but in Bavaria and Würtemberg the 
Lutheran authorities made independent arrangements to inform all 
congregations about the situation. At Dortmund a meeting of 1,200 
Westphalian pastors and elders, also attended by Rhenish repre- 
sentatives, left no doubt about their intention to cease recognising 
the German Christian” ecclesiastical authorities imposed upon 
the Church, and if necessary to break away. In spite of the 
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monopolisation of Press and wireless, the Opposition appears to 
have rallied all moderate elements in the Church and to be con- 
ducting a strong offensive with some prospect of success. 

The abandonment of the Aryan clause by the church, though 
the number of Jews affected may be small, is perhaps the most 
encouraging news that we have yet had from Germany. It shows 
that it is possible, with very great bravery, to organise opposition 
and that when opposition is organised it can bring concrete results. 


Dr. Tietz’s Successor. 


Dr. Friedrich Brodnitz, son of Dr. Julius Brodnitz, the President 
of the Central Union of German Citizens of Jewish Faith, is sue- 
ceeding Dr. Ludwig Tietz, who died suddenly at the beginning of 
the month, as Executive Director of the All-German Central Com- 
mittee for Jewish Aid and Construction, and on the Presidium of 
the All-German Jewish Representative Body. Dr. Brodnitz, who is 
a Zionist and has been active in Palestine fund collections in 
Germany, is now on his way back from Palestine to take up his 
duties. He will be in charge of the Jewish relief fund collections 
under the auspices of the Central Committee for Jewish Aid and 
Construction, which is carrying on its work partly with funds from 
abroad and partly with fands raised by Jews inside Germany. The 
order issued last week prohibiting relief fund collectioris does not 
affect the Central Committee for Jewish Aid and Construction, which 
will continue normal activities. Dr. Brodnitz, who is the President 
of the Youth Organisation of the Central Union of German Citizens 
of Jewish Faith, made a courageous appearance in January, shortly 
before the Hitlerist assumption of power, at the Conference of the 
German Medical Association, telling the Nazi doctors that they would 
(lo better to devo'e themselves to perfecting their medical knowledge 
instead of giving up their time to anti-Jewish agitation. 

The Motzkin Memorial Service, organised by the Berlin Zionist 
Organisation, has been banned by the authorities on account of Mr. 
Motzkin's work at the League of Nations on behalt of German Jewry. 

Dr. Ernst Rechnitz, Administrative Director of the Breslau 
Jewish Community and, as such, ex-officio responsible editor of the 
BRESLAU JUEDISCHES GEMEINDEBLATT, the official organ ofthe Breslau 
Jewish Community, and Albert Rosenthal, the author of an article 
published in the GEMEINDEBLATT last July, entitled “I Seek My 
Brothers,“ were last Friday sentenced to fifteen months’ imprison- 
ment. A few days after the publication of the article, Dr. Rechnitz 
und Herr Rosenthal were arrested and sent to a concentration camp. 
The four months they have already spent in the camp are not 
deducted from the sentence, so that their total period of confinement 
will be more than a year and a half. 

The Concentration Camps. 


On Wednesday of last week the Minister of Justice, Dr. Frank, 
addressed 14,000 members of the National Socialist German Lawyers’ 
Society in Berlin. He made reference to an impending change in 
citizenship on the lines of racial theory, suggesting that German 
citizenship would shortly be replaced by national membership and 
racial membership.” “We German lawyers are not anti-Semitic 
out of hatred for the Jews,” he said, “ but because of our love for 
the German people,’ a sentiment which was received with great 
applause. 
| Those present at the meeting also report the following passage 
in his speech: The votes of last Sunday make it possible for us to 
take a generous attitude towards our former political opponents. 
We are convinced that the German people, and even those who once 
were the most fanatical enemies of Adolf Hitler, have turned away 
from the harmful teachings of Marxism, decadent democracy, rotten 
reaction and other political elements. We wish to rebuild our 
national community on a general wide amnesty of those former 
enemies. | believe that we are in a position to hold out hands to all 
fellow-countrymen, except the small portion of those who are 
unteachable.” This suggestion of an amnesty was, however, omitted 
from the VOLKISCHER BEOBACHTER report of the speech. It was 
reported by the ANGrir¥ with the comment that “the preparatory 
work for the execution of the action of clemency will be begun when 
Dr. Frank has obtained Herr Hitler's assent, on which he confidently 
counts.” ‘The last word therefore apparently remains to be said by 
Hitler. 

; Though numbers of prisoners have apparently been released 
already from the concentration camps at Hamburg, Bremen and 
Heuberg, there is as yet no indication that any of them are Jews. 
Indeed, as the only offence of the Jewish prisoners 4s their blood, 
which is beyond their control, there is reason to suppose that they 
will be included in “those who are unteachable.” The farewell 
words of the Bremen official to his departing guests would also 
suggest this, for he hoped that they would soon find work and that 
the time was not far distant when the word * Fatherland’ would 
again mean something to them, as it must to every real German.” 

Stories from the insides of concentration camps are increasingly 
difficult to obtain, but there is no reason whatever to suppose that 
this is because there are no stories to tell. The MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN has now verified the full details of the treatment of Fritz 
Ebert, son of the former President of the Republic. He is of course 
a political prisoner, but his companion, who is now in safety, was 
a Jew named Silbermann, “the head of a travelling troupe of 
dancers,” says the GUARDIAN. 

“He never had anything to do with politics,” the correspondent 
states. “He had a contract from April 2lst to 28th with the 
Schauburg Lichtspiele at Essen. On the 21st, just as the perform. 
ance was about to begin, four 8.S. men (Black Shirts) arrived and 
arrested him. He learnt afterwards that he had been denounced to 
the Nazis by one of his own troupe with whom he had had a differ- 
ence—such denunciations followed by arrests are among the 
commonplaces of everyday life in Hitlerite Germany, The 8.8. 
men bundled him into a ¢ar and took him to the Herkules 
Wache, which is a much-dreaded Nazi Lokal at Essen, There he 
was struck across the face and knocked down. One man stamped 
on his chest. He was then seized by the hair and dragged across 
the courtyard, tied by the ankles and hung head downwards. His 
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mouth was gagged with rags that smelt of petrol and he was beaten 
with bicycle chains (it was this beating that left the wounds that 
are still visible). He then lost consciousness. When he came to he 
found himself in the municipal hospital at Essen. Four days had 
passed; he had received an injection of morphia, and he was in 
such a terrible state that his body was one bruised and lacerated 
mass. He was taken to be \-rayed, and as his stretcher was wheeled 
past some Nazis in a ward they shouted: ‘Down with the Jews!’ Juda 
verreckel. One of his fingers had been broken and is still crooked. 
After some days he was visited by his landlady, who told him that 
his belongings ia typewriter, clothes, costumes and jewellery) had 
been taken away by the S.S. men. On May 5rd a sister told him 
that some visitors had arrived. Two of the four S.S. men entered, 
accompanied by a plain clothes detective, named Bayer, of the 
Political Department. They took him away in his hospital clothes 
ihe had no others), to a prison where he was detained for seven 
weeks. On June 22nd he and other prisoners (they were ninety in 
all), were taken to the concentration camp at Bérgermoor under an 
escort of S.A. (Brown Shirts) and 8.8. There was only one other 
lew besides Silbermann. Bérgermoor is not far from the Dutch 
frontier, in a desolate swampy region. The camp is guarded by a 
serics of four barbed-wire fences as well as by a live Wire. Nazi 
sentries are on duty all the time, and at night or in foggy weather 
the camp area is lit up by searchlights. The prisoners, built barracks 
to accommodate a thousand men. The work in swampy ground was 
so hard that Silbermann collapsed several times. He was selected 
for. special ill treatment as a Jew and was often beaten. In 
the end he was sent to the camp hospital. He was allowed to 
write only one letter a month. On September 18th Silbermann 
and ten other prisoners were told that they would be dis. 
charged, nothing having been Jaid to their charge. Silbermann 
langhed and wept at the news; it was so unexpected. Silber- 
mann returned to Essen. He tried to recover his belongings, 
hut in vain. One day he was told in a terrified voice that the four 
S. S. men who had arrested him at first had called again. He there- 
upon left Germany without going home. He is now destitute but 
safe. He is prepared, so he informs your correspondent, to give 
evidence before any committee that may be appointed to inquire 
into conditions in the German concentration camps. The number 
of his passport ( Staatenlos’) is 1.484. It is dated Essen, 20.9,33.’ 
He has his certificate of discharge from the camp—it is headed 
Staatl. Konzentrationslager 1, BOrgermoor, Lager 1, 18.9.53, Entlas- 
sungsschein.’ It is signed by the camp commandant Fleitmann, S.S.- 
Sturmhauptführer u. Lagerkommandant. All the prisoners in the 
camp were numbered—his number marked in ink on his discharge) 
was 12.“ 

Silbermann is now safe, but there is no indication whatever, 
that such horrors are not still being perpetrated on Jews in the 
camps. There is just silence. ra 

The Press. 

The Nazi Press of last week has not been without interest. The 
VOLKISCHER BEOBACHTER, alleging British hypocrisy in protesting 
against the treatment of Noel Panter, publishes an article by its 
London correspondent on British Mentality.” This article seeks 
to show that there exists in England an invisible censorship of two 
kinds, the one exercised by the Government, the other by the 
Jews.’ The censorship exercised by the Jews, we learn, is brought 
to bear chiefly through the medium of the advertisements, which 
uro practically all Jewish. The possibility of these being cancelled 
hangs like a sword of Damocles over every editorial department.” 

The export has been forbidden of the StTUERMER of Niiremberg, 
the most virulent anti-Semitic paper in Germany, edited by Deputy 
Julias Streicher, who was the head of the anti-Jewish Boycott 
Organisation appointed by Hitler in April. It may still circulate 
freely in the country, but it has apparently occurred to the Govern- 
ment that the foreigner is not quite as gullible as the simple German. 


‘The Stugerwer has, for example, just published an article on the 


new shipping service for Jews from Hamburg to Haifa, which 
concludes: “The Arabs will receive the Jewish arrivals most 
cordially. We hope the steamer will not encounter any misckance. 
It would be a pity if anything were to happen to its precious cargo.” 
A foreigner would perhaps be liable to consider such an article in 
doubtful taste. 

UNSERE ZUKUNFT, the Nazi Youth organ, has created some 
amusement by publishing prominently the photograph of a typical 
German Aryan youth, with the caption “Germany's Future.” The 
youth is well known in his locality as a Jew named Hirsch. : 

According to statistics quoted by the DEUTSCHE ALLGEMEINE 
ZEITUNG, during the first eight months of the current year fifty-one 
publishipg companies closed down and the number of books printed 
declined by about thirty-three per cent. The export of books 
suffered greatly. A meeting of the publishing industry was held to 
discuss the situation. A Government representative attended and 
stated that the fight against “the Jewish press was an integral 
and irrevocable part of the government's policy. 


The Boomerang Boycott. 

And so we are brought round again to the impotence of Dr. 
Schmitt, Minister of Economics. In spite of his edicts the anti- 
Jewish boycott is continuing in full swing in Mainz. Jewish shops 
are still picketed and customers photographed. A correspondent 
writes that a picket named Weiss recently set upon an elderly 
German who protested against the boycott, whereupon a working 
man named Kiefer tried to protect him. Weiss immediately drew a 
knife and stabbed Kiefer to death. He was arrested and tried, a 
nominal sentence was passed and he was released. 

The Organisation of Hotel and Restaurant Proprietors in Hessen 
has signed an agreement pledging its members to obtain all their 


employees from a Nazi Labour Bureau which does not register Jews. 


The German Law Association issued an order on Saturday that 
no Jewish lawyers, not even those who have been readmitted to 
practice, are permitted to remain members of the Association, 


‘be dispossessed, is being ignored in practice. 


Professor Arthur W. Meyer, the well-known surgeon, and his 
wife have committed suicide. Professor Meyer was the head of a 
leading hospital in Berlin and obeyed the Government's instructions 
to dismiss all his Jewish doctors. To his horror he discovered that 
his own mother was a Jewess. He was given six week's notice, but 
on Tuesday last he and his wife were found shot dead. 

The organ of the German doctors, the AERZTE KORRESPONDENZ, 
asserts that on the average about twenty Jewish doctors leave 
Germany every week. The Prussian Ministry of Education bas 
thought of another method of sealing the mouths of refugees. 
Disloval” refugees, ien those who conduct atrocity propaganda, 
can now be deprived not only of their property and their citizenship, 
but also of their University degrees. Professor Einstein has now 
had the whole of his property stolen in this way. By order of the 
Gestapo ‘Secret State Police) all his movables and immovables have 
now been confiscated, and, according to the REICHSANZEIGER, an 
official Government organ, they now belong to the Prussian State. 

In the free city of Danzig, we may note, the assurance given by 
the President of the Danzig Senate (Dr. Rauschnig), who is the 
leader of the Danzig National Socialist Party, that Jews would not 
A large number of 
Jewish employees have already been dismissed from many offices 
and department stores. The big Sternfeld department stores have 
dismissed all their Jewish employees, making no attempt to conceal 
that the reason is that members of the Jewish race are not desired 
by the customers, and must therefore be dismissed.” 

Ihe Police President of Harburg- Wilhelmsburg bas announced 
that a most disgracefnl affair” has been brought to light in the 
city—a love affair between a Jewish employee in a merchant's office 
and an Aryan shop girl. They were brought to him by S.A. men 
and when they confessed their shame they were expelled from 
Harburg. The Police President added as a warning that he would 
punish severely all such crimes” brought to his notice. 


The Chamber of Culture. 


A Chamber of Culture for the Reich was solemnly inaugu- 
rated last week by Dr. Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda and Enlight- 
eument. The musical programme was provided by the Berlin 
Philharmonic Orchestra, under Dr. Furtwängler and Dr. Richard 
Strauss, and the vocalist was Heinrich Schlusnus. The Chamber is 
divided into seven subsidiary chambers, comprising art, music, 
drama, literature, the press, broadcasting, and the cinema. The 
new law which promotes them prescribes that all persons con- 
cerned in the creation, reproduction, transformation, diffusion, 
preservation, or marketing” of the subject-matter of each chamber 
must become a member of it. A further provision regulates in 
detail the scope of each of the new bodies, giving them power to 
issue regulations in matters falling within their own competence, 
and, in particular, to determine the character of the contract by which 
their members may be bound. Only approved organisations can 
obtain affiliation, and, as all such organisations have already been 
politically coordinated,“ individuals belonging to them have long 
since pledged themselves to the tenets of National Socialism in 
matters of art and culture. 

It is of particular interest to note thatthe Vice-President of the 
Chamber.of Drama is Werner Krauss. At a meeting of Berlin actors 
and actresses, the President, Herr Laubinger, specially welcomed 
Gerhart Hauptmann and Werner Krauss as the guests of honour. 
He thanked the latter for having won in England, in Germany's most 
difficult days, a decisive victory for “our German cause.” The 
President spoke also in high appreciation of the courage and the 
bravery of the English actress (Miss Peggy Ashcroft), who, before 
the curtain of the London theatre, stood up for Werner Krauss and 
for German theatrical art when the London mob threatened to 
disturb the performance.” It may be remembered that when 
in London Herr Krauss gave an interview to a repre- 
sentative of THE Inis CHRONICLE, which appeared the 
morning after the disturbance. In the course of the interview 
he said that he was an actor and not a politician. It was 
incorrect to say he was a friend of Hitler. He denied that he was 
“connected with the Fascist movement.” He categorically dis- 
sociated himself from anti-Semitism in any form. He hoped that 
before long Jews would be restored to their position in the German 
theatre and was working towards that end. As Vice-President of 


the Chamber of Drama, Herr Krauss will be in a particularly 


fortunate position to demonstrate his friendship for the Jews, a side 
of this great actor's character that appears so far to have escaped 
the knowledge of his compatriots. 

We understand from our contemporary, the CINEMA Mirror, that 
representations have been made to Conrad Veidt to the effect that 
the German Goyernment would be displeased if he took the part of 
Jew Stiss in the forthcoming production of that name by 
Gaumont-British. He was reminded that he could, under German 
law, be deprived of his citizenship and of his property in Germany 
if he was ~ disloyal.” In spite of this threat Mr. Veidt intends to 
carry out his contract. When a representative of our contemporary 
called at the German Embassy for corroboration of this story an 
official refused either to confirm or deny it. We understand from 
the same source that Emil Jaunings and Marlene Dietrich have 
refused to obey virtual commands to return to Germany and have 
repulsed very lucrative offers to make films for the new Culture 
Chamber. |

Welcomed ‘in Liverpool. 

Hert Erich Mendelsohn, the distinguished Modernist German Architect, 
was cordially welcomed on his arrival last Friday at the Liverpool 
University School of Architecture, to deliver his first lecture in England. 
Professor Reilly announced that Herr Mendelsohn, who left Germany 
three months ago, had gone into partnership in London with Mr. Serge 
Chermayeff, one of the architects of the B.B.C.’s new headquarters. 
Professor Budden introduced Herr Mendelsohn as one of the foremost 
figures, if not the foremost, in the great architectural revolution, and a 
man who had left on modern architecture the indelible mark of his genius. 
Herr Mendelsohn illustrated his lecture with slides of his Einstein Tower 
at Potsdam, the Schocken store at Chemnitz, and the Columbushaus office 
building in Berlin. He described the early development of architectural! 
modernism, and said his own work was only a very small part of all the 
endeavours which in eighty years had changed the visual form of our world. 
Professor Reilly described the occasion as an historic one for English 
architecture, if not for the architecture of the world. When a great man 
moves from one country to another, the country that receives him adds 
almost a continent to its empire.” He suggested that the generous com- 
munity of Jews in this country should think of their compatriot, and the 
Gaumont British Film Corporation, which I believe is entirely Jewish 
and has built a number of bad cinemas,’ should commission Herr 
Mendelsohn to design good cinemas.

A Nazi Apologist. 
[Prom a Correspondent.) 


Dr. Deissmann, Director of the Anglo-German Academic Bareau, 
delivered an address on the subject of Hitler“ to the Central 
Branch of the Historical Association, at 22, Russell Square, W. C., 
last week.

Father Day on Anti-Semitism. 


At a conference held last week in Kensington, under the auspices of 
the Catholic Council for International Relations,. The Problem of Anti- 
Semitism’’ was discussed, the principal speakers chosen being Father 
Day, Mr. Hilaire Belloc and Major Alec Waley. A report of the proceed - 
ings in THE TABLET states: 

To the problem of anti-Semitism Father Day brought a mind and 
spirit long given to sympathetic interest in Israel. For the past ten years 
he has done his utmost to establish contact with the Jews of London and 
to keep in touch with the Jewish problem. Antagonism between Jews 
and Christians, he thought, was almost inevitable; for this both sides 
must share the blame. Claiming to be a pro-Semite, he suggested 
that Jews and Catholics should meet approximately half-way and 
hold friendly ‘conversations’; they had a vast deal in common, and 
in spite of differences were in substantial sympathy. But pro-Semitism 
must be sensible and scientific, not sentimental. Father Day closed by 
expressing his deepest sympathy with the Jews of Germany. An inter- 
esting discussion followed. Two speakers from the audience seemed ta 
be anti-Semites ‘dyed in the wool,’ but they were clearly in the minority. 
Most of those present a very large number—were in evident sympathy 
with the Jews now suffering persecution, as well as with all reasonable 
efforts towards a better understanding between Jews and Christians. 
Among those who took part in the debate were some converts from Judaism, 
whose words were heard with great respect. Commander Locker-Lampson 
closed the proceedings with an eloquent appeal for Christian protection of 
Jews at this moment.“

Questions in Parliament. 

Last week, in the House of Commons, the Home Secretary 
replied to a number of questions relating to the control of immi- 
grants entering this country, with special reference to German. 
Jewish refugees. 

Mr. Hannon (C., Moseley) asked the Secretary of State for the 
Home Department if he had any information to show whether the 
iucrease in the number of aliens landed in this country over the 
period of nine months ended September 30th, 1933, as compared 
with the same period last year, was due to the recent action of the 
German Government in relation to its Jewish citizens; and could 
he state the exact number of immigrants who were described as 
German-Jewish refugees. 

Sir Joux GrimMour: The number of aliens coming from all parts 
of the world including tourists, business visitors, students and 
others during the nine months ended the 80th September last was 
279,826 as against 278,351 last year, the difference between the two 
years being only 1,475. How many of the persons coming here 
from Germany have been affected by conditions prevailing in that 
country, it is impossible to state from statistics collected from the 
ports, but approximately 1,250 persons who have arrived from 
Germany. during this year have been granted permission to prolong 
their stay for periods of varying duration as a result of applications 
which indicate that present conditions in Germany are the main 
reason for their desire not to return at the present time. 

Sic Pinner Dawson (C., Lewisham, W.) asked the Home 
Secretary whether he could give the number of Germans who had 
been admitted to this country since the Ist January last; how 
many Germans had been naturalised since that date; what con- 
ditions were imposed on foreigners entering this country as to 
their means of subsistence and as to the time tbey could remain in 
this country; and under what conditions were they allowed to take 
up employment in this country. 

Sir JOHN GILMOUR replied: As regards the first part of the 
question | would refer to the answer which I have already 
given to my honourable friend the Member for Guildford. 
Any foreigner seeking admission to this country is required 
under the Aliens Order, 1920, to satisfy the Immigration Officer that 
he is in a position to support himself and bis dependents ; and, if he 
is desirous of entering the service of an employer in the United 
Kingdom, leave to land cannot be granted to him unless be is in 
possession of a permit issued to his prospective employer by the 
Minister of Labour. If an immigration oflicer thinks fit, he may, 
in granting leave to land, attach a time condition limiting the 
nlien's stay in the country. Genuine visitors are often landed 
without an express condition attached to their passport: they 
are, however, expected to leave the country in accordance 
with their statements made on arrival, and if they fail 
may be required to do so. Au alien who is given leave to 
land as a visitor is not at liberty to take up employment or other- 
wise establish himself in this country without my consent. On any 
application for employment which is made to me, my ‘practice is to 
consult my right honourable friend the Minister of Labour. While 
the Government has every desire to accord sympathetic and liberal 
iveatment to persons who have been obliged through force of 
circumstances to leave Germany and have been admitted to this 
country as visitors, the policy of the Government as announced 
on several occasions, is to give first consideration to the interests of 
our own people and no consent to employment is given unless it is 
clear that nodisplacement of British subjects will result. As regards 
naturalisation—exeept in certain special cases, such as those of 
British-born widows—applications can only be considered if the 
applicant has resided in this country for five years at least. The 
number of certificates granted during the period in question to 
persons of German nationality, other than British-born women, is 
128, but none of these are recent immigrants. 

Lord Scone (C., Perth and Kinross) asked the Home Secretary 
if he would state what conditions governed the admission to this 
country of political refugees from Germany; if he would give, to 
the nearest convenient date, the number of such refugees who had 
been granted, and refused, permission to land; and whether he was 
satisiied that no undesirable aliens had gained access to this 
country by representing themselves to be refugees. 

Sir JOHN GILMOUR replied : Persons claiming to be refugees from 
Germany are subject to examination at the ports in the same way 
us foreigners coming from any other country;they are dealt with in 
accordance with the provisions of the Aliens’ Order which I have 
explained in the answer which J have given to-day to the honourab!e 
Member for West Lewisham, and if they fail to satisfy the Immigra- 
tion Officer may be refused leave to land. As regards the numbers 
who have been admitted as visitors I would refer to the reply 
already given. The total number of Germans arriving from all 
parts of the world who have been refused leave to land during the 
nine months ended the goth September was 293, as compared with 
184 for the same period last year. It is not possible to say how 
many of these came from Germany. and regarded themselves as 
refugees. I am fully satistied that the system of immigration 
control is adequate to secure that undesirable aliens, whether or not 


they represent themselves to be refagees, are not admitted to this 
country. 
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Parliamentary Notes. 


Enemies of Jewish Nationalism at Work. 


BLATANT EMOTIONAL TACTICS. 
‘From our Parliamentary Correspondent’. 
House OF COMMONS. 


The old tactics of attempting to fasten the blame for disturb- 
ances in Palestine on the shoulders of the Jews are again being 
vigorously pursued by opponents of Zionism in political circles. 
Members who understand the Jewish outlook on the upbuilding of 
the National Home are disturbed by the methods which are being 
adopted in this respect, but they are confident that the prosperity 
which continues in Palestine will ultimately convince doubting 
colleagues that it is wise to encourage Jewish settlement there. 

No opportunity for a debate on the position has yet arisen, but 
a series of questions appeared on the Order Paper immediately 
before Parliament prorogued from which the line. of attack by 
opponents has been made quite clear. In the main the replies were 
of a lengthy nature and could not be given orally, with the result 
that it was not possible. to put any supplementary questions to 
disprove the inference contained in the original questions. 

Few members were surprised to learn that a meeting had been 
convened by some of the questioners and their friends to retard the 
progress of Jewish immigration into and settlement in Palestine. 
The invitations which were sent to many members of both Houses 
and others describe the meeting as “an urgent Conference of the 
House of Lords and of the House of Commons and public men of 
affairs, on Palestine.“ The impression which it was intended to 
create by the heavily underlined words “The Future of Great 
Britain and of the Muslim World is at stake in this question. 
Your attendance is. an urgent necessity” cannot be misunder- 
stood. I hear from some of the recipients of these cards 
that they have thrown them into the ‘waste-paper basket, 
because a reply was asked for, with the support of your name,“ 
accompanied by the intimation that “this card is not transferable.” 
A printed document described as an extract from an Englishman's 
letter headed “The conscience of England is deeply shocked 
at the treatment of the Palestine Arabs was enclosed with the 
invitation. In paragraphs with the captions The whole population 
desperate,’ The Innocent and the Defenceless Suffer,’ “ Dangers 
ofa Mistaken Policy, Broken Pledges,” this lengthy pamphlet 
makes an appeal to the emotions of its readers. The writer, who 
describes his discomfort in Jerusalem for three days, during which 
I have not seen meat and have been living on eggs and milk, as 
I can't get at anything else, as every shop, every bus, has ceased 
to function on account of the determined effort the Afabs are making 
to stop the flow of immigrants,’ advocates the case of the Arabs 
in highly-coloured terms.

in, At 8.30 p.m. on Monday the 13th inst., An Entertainment by 
The Jewish Players“ was broadeast from the Scottish Regional tation. 
Fortunately this Station is not clearly audible all over. the British Isles, 
but the majority of the Jewish listeners with sets powerful enough to pick 
up the station that evening must have been filled with disgust and dis- 
appointment at the trash and the inadequate talent that were offered as 
Jewish Entertainment to a vast audience, both Jewish and non-Jewish. 

This is the second time that I have had occasion to listen to a Jewish 
Hour over the wireless from a British Station, and if this is the stuff mis- 
representing Jewish art, music and humour, the soonor these broadcasts 
are stopped the better, because they are offering no entertainment worth 
calling to a majority of the people they are intended for, aud are a cause 
for ridicule among the other people who do not understand it. This 
impression is shared by many others I have consulted. 

The desire to express humour, art and music, characteristic of a 
nation, and as far as we are concerned the Jewish nation, to a vast 
audience such as radio offers, should command ambitions of exhibiting its 
finest treasures and its a lest interpreters only. The Jewish traditional 
prayers are the most inspiring of any religion and their beautiful music 
will remain immortal. We possess a wealth of beautiful compositions and 
writings of great Jewish men, past and present ; and we posscas first-rate 
musicians, cantors and elocutionists able to render them which would be 
an elevation and entertainment not only to Jewish listeners. Why, then, 
such banality, such ephemeral jargon, such unreal and exaggerated 
nigun? 

It is well within the sphere of any leading Jewish Organisation in 
London to undertake to propagate periodical broadcasts of Jewish 
Entertainment of a much higher standard. Entertainment, such as 
has been offered from Scottish Regional on the night mentioned, should be 
discouraged and if some of these third-rate ‘‘ travelling theatricals must 
insist upon drawing revenue by such means, trying to be funny at the 
expense of. publicly ridiculing their co-religionists, let the Jewish Com- 


munity find the fees for them in order to keep them away from the 
microphone.

“THE JEW AT BAY.” 
By H. S. Ashton. (Philip Allan. 6s.) 

Internal evidence would suggest that this little“ broadside” has been 
written by one who is, at least in part, aJew. There is an air of chutznah 
about it which would confirm some ofthe more displeasing generalisations 
cxpressed in its pages. 

One supposes that Mr. Ashton thought he would like to ride in on the 
tide of interest in the Jewish problem which is swelling now so visibly, 
and he has not been able to resist the temptations incidental to the trip. 
It is true that he ends up with a defence and vindication of the Jew. But, 
before doing so, he shows to the outside world the patched and tattered 
liming of a very dingy old garment. If he is a Jew himself this is quite 
unforgivable, and for a very definite reason. The Scot and the Welshman 
can write about themselves in this condemnatory fashion because 
there is always the basic implication that they are peoples to be 
reckoned with, demanding respect in spite of their faults. Pursue them, 
and they can retreat into the mountains of Scotland and Wales. But 
where can the dew retreat? Into his past? Here, also, he can be 
followed by his enemies. 

Mr. Ashton may not have thought of this, it he is a friend of the Jews, 
as he claims to be. We should be sorry to think he was anything else. 
And yet there are passages in the book which give us pause; for example, 
the entire chapter devoted to explaining the villainy of Hollywood, and 
low completely a typical Jewish outlook is responsible for it, 

We have one other quarrel with the author, and that is that he decs 
mot know his facts. It may be true that Jews have not shone as a race 
in military distinction since the days of Josephus. But when he says 
that there have been no great Jewish soldiers, one would ask him if he 
has ever heard the name of John Monash, or been told that it was the 
Mans made by the brilliant leader of the Australian armies, and submitted 
to Haig and Foch, which broke the German resistance at Villers-Bretton- 
neu inthe summer of 1918° Or of the Jewish Brigadiers, Staff Colonels 
and Divisional Commanders who certainly would not have been promoted 
to such high rank for any other reason but merit. Or of the thousands 
of Jewish subalterns and company commanders whose specifically Jewish 


qualities of clear-headedness and strict attention to the business in hand. 


(which happened to bo War), carned the specific appreciation of so many 
commanding Officets. Mr. Ashton, conceding Mendelssohn, springs upon 
us the old gag that the Jew has done nothing of creative value 
in the fir t ranks of Music. Hesays nothing of Meyerbeer, Berlioz; Bizet 
of Goldmark, quite in The first flight; of Rubinstein, or the Jewish blood in 
Arthur Sullivan. He has heard of Jacob Epstein, but not of Josef Israels. 

Finally, while differontiating between British Jews and the foreign 
immigrant of the baser type, his very differentiation lends an unpleasant 
sayour to his whole argument. If this is a champion of what is best in 
the Jew, we prefer the cnemy who admits no best. 

The book is vividly and brightly written, but its scope and intent is 
jonrnalese ; and it says nothing which could not have been presented 
equally well by Mr. Julian Rose. Mr. Ashton. whatever his object may 
have been, has dove queer service to a much-harassed people by this 
publication, 


Notes on Books and Authors. 


The current reviews all provide interesting fare. The Jewisu REVIEW 
continues its examination of the German situation in a number of articles 
all anouypmous with an exceptionally ill-written prefatory note. The 
issue constitutes an extremely valuable guide to present conditions and 
future potentia ities. in the October JEWISH QUARTERLY KEVIEW, the 
pieces de résistance are The Truth of Old Testament Religion (Professor 
E. Konig), Pope Gregory the Great and the Jews” (S. Katz) and The 
Beginning of Hebrew Punctuation” (P. Morel. One half of the total 
number of pages are (as usual) occupied by reviews of books—generally 
speaking of extremely sparse Jewish interest, and in some cases 
phenomenally belated. SPECULUM, the organ of the Medieval Academy 
of America, contains an extraordinarily interesting and important study 
on the “Judaising Heresy in Russia in the Fifteenth Century,” by G. 
Vernadsky, as well as a note on the Feast of Purim and the Origin of 
the Blood Accusation.” 


Not long since, M. Edmond Fleg, the eminent French man of letters, 
visited Palestine with the intention of gathering material for a life of Jesus 
(lie did not apparently require the local colour for his Moss or SOLOMON. 
Why °). S moved was he, however, by what he saw of the Jewish effort 
to rebuild the land of their fathers and of their children that his visit 
actually resulted in a book, MA PALESTINE, describing all that he witnessed 
and his own spiritual reactions. This work, which was reviewed at 
length in these columns shortly after its original publication, has now 

ppeared in English under the title of THe LAND OF PROMISE (T. Werner 

murie, Ltd. 10s. net.). Tue translation has been made by Mrs. Stephen 
Wise, who has set herself the task of rendering the writings of contem- 
porary Franco-Jewish leaders of thought accessible to the English reading 
public ; there are an introduction by Ludwig Lewisohn, and a large number 
of admirable il.ustrations. Even those who posses, the work in the original 
will feel tempted by the handsome format of this English edition. 


The articles on the Jewish Museum which appeared in the September 
and October issues of the CONNOISSEUR have now been republished in 
pamphlet form. The text, which gives a summary description of some of 
the treasures assembled at Woburn House, is accompanied by up- 
wards of two dozen illustrations, some of which appear in the offprint 
for the first time. It is a sumptuous publication, which will be prized by 
all lovers of things beautiful and of things Jewish. Copies are obtainable 
from the offices of the Jewish Museum at Is. | 


One of the most important book-sales of the season (and indeed of 
many seasons past) will be that of the library of Prince Dietrichstein, 
which is to be held at Lucerne at the end of November. The sumptuously 
produced and illustrated catalogue which has been issued contains a 
number of items of Jewish interest, including half-a-dozen rare manuscripts 
and a few incunables. The former are mainly of medical interest, 
incinding Book III. of the Canon of Avicenna, in a Spanish Rabbinical 
hand of the fifteenth century, a Hebrew translation of Bernard de Gordon s 
LIEIUM MEDICINAP, another of Razi’s AL-MANSURI, and one volume of 
collectanea. Another important item is Rashi's commentary on the 
Talmudic Tractate SHEBUOTH, dated 1456.

SARAH BERNHARDT, By Maurice Baring. (Peter Davies. Fs. net). 

** Eliminate these things, and you eliminate one of the sources of inspiration 
of modern art. You take something from d’Annunzio’s poetry, from Macter 
linck’s prose, from Moreau's — you destroy one of the mainsprings of 
Rostand’s works; you annihilate some of the colours of modern painting, and 
you stifle some of the notes of modern music, for in all these you can trace in 
various degrees the subtle and unconscious infinence of Sarah Rernbhardt“ 
This marvellous tribute is the key-note of Maurice Baring“ delicate study of 
SARAH BeRNRARDT in Peter Davies’ Great Lives series. It is a sketch o her 
ae not her private, life; and her Jewish associations play little part in it 
Nevertheless, it is as well to remember that a good deal of that which went to 
make parah Bernhardt's genius was her descent. ‘My mother,” she wrote, “was a 
Jewess and Dutc:. She was fair-haired, mall soft and rounded, with a long 
figure aud short legs but a pretty face and wonderful blue eyes, and the head of 
the Madonna della Seggiola Of her father, Sarah knew little; for he died when 
she was very young. Her mother, therefore, was responsible for her upbring 
ing and for the vital influences of her early years. As against this, the 
Augustinian Convent, which saw to her baptism, at the early age of twelve, and 
her education for the next two years, can have counted for littie.

This food will consist of Soup and Bread on each evening, and Kesher 
Margarine and Sardines on alternate evenings, whilst Pilehards andan 
extra portion of bread will be given on Tharsdays to help the poor over 
the week-end. 

The outstanding feature in the relief given last year is the tragic rise 
in the number of our very poor families relieved. This number is no less 
than 1,205, and represents families and not individuals. It may be computed, 
therefore, that the total number of people helped during the past winter 
season on each of the four distributions of food per week reached the high 
figure of 6,000. One must go back to the history of the Kitchen, now in 
its 80th year, upwards of 2) years before such a huge figure is reached.

CENTRAL COMMITTEE FOR JEWISH EDUCATION, 


Dr. M. Epstein, who was recently appointed Chairman of the Central 
Committee for Jewish Education in succession to the late Dr. A. Eichhoiz, 
presided on Thursday evening of last week over a meeting of the 
Committee at Woburn House. 

Dayan Dr. A. FELDMAN, in according Dr. Epstein a hearty welcome 
on behalf of the Committee, said that Dr. Epstein needed no introduction. 
He felt certain that under his guidance the Committee would continue to 
go from strength to strength. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, the Director of Jewish EJucation, said they’ 
were fortunate in having secared Dr. Epstein to guide their counsels. Dr. 


Epstein and he had already conferred together on several occasions before, . 


‘hat meeting, and he hoped that he would preside over their deliberations 
for very many years. 

Dayan LAZARUS associited himself with the expressions of welcome. 

Dr. EPSTEIN said he was exceedingly gratefal for the confidence which 
they had reposed in him and. assured them that he would do his utmost 
to deserve it, always bearing in mind the high standard set by his pre- 
decessor in the Chair. He need hardly tell them that the work upon 
which they were engaged was, in his opinion, among the most important 
in the Community because it was ultimately this work which would shape, 
the quality of the Community perhaps in the next generation. It was a. 
work which called for the co-operation of all those who had something to 


‘contribute to it, and he knew that he could rely upon the help of every’ 


one of the members of that Committee. 


Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER recorded, on behalf of the Committee, its 


deep sense of loss at the death of the Rev. A. A. Green, 

The Sécretary, Mr. B. A. Fersnrt, read a letter from the Jewish Higher 
Educational Centre, in which thanks were accorded to the Committee by 
Mr. Nathan Morris, on behalf of the Advisory Council, for the assistance: 
which the Committee had rendered in connection with the proposed 
periodical for teachers. 

Mr. ADLER told the mecting, in connection with the Leeds 
Teachers’ Training Centre, which asked for fibancial assistance, 
that the Centre had made a little advance. This work was 
one which they ought to encourage, but if they were to give 
any assistance there must be a reasonable minimum instruction 


of at least two hours a week. They would also like to have a 


general outline of the syllabus and to know what Leeds itself was con- 
tributing. They had, however, given some assistance in the way of books 
and also towards the creation of the nucleus of a library. But that, he 
thought, was as far as they could ge. Ifthe thing developed into some- 
thing bigger it would have to be considered by their Teachers’ Training 
Committee. 

The serious financial plight of the Glasgow Talmud Torah was 
communicated to the meeting in a letter which was read from this 
Institution, in which it was stated that at the present moment the income 
had to be met by functions and other uncertain methods,” and steps had 
to be taken to reduce the wages of the teachers. ‘The letter asked that a 
larger sum should be contributed by the Committee than that which was 
“given at present, atid, if possible, a special contribution should be made 
towards the sum which they hal endeavoured to raise. 

The CHAIRMAN said he understood that the Glasgow Talmud Torah 
was receiving 450. Mr. ADLER thought that they could not do more than 
they were doing. 

Dr. FELDMAN stressed the critical financial conditions of Talmud, 
Torahs in general and thought that it was for the Central Committees to 
devise ways and means to assist all their educational institutions, 
espec-ally those which were running on a self-supporting basis. 

Dr. EPSTEIN said that was all the more reason for not taking an 
isolated case by itself. He suggested that the matter should be left for 
further consideration. 

The meeting agreed that the sum allotted to the Glasgow Talmud 
Torah should be the same as it was at present. Dr. Epstein however, 
assured Dr. Feldman that they would bear the whole problem in 
connection with the Talmud Torahs in mind. 

A statement was issued in connection with the estimates of expendi- 
ture for 1954 which showed a decrease of £51 on the previous year. The 
estimates for the Teachers’ Training Committee showed a decrea<e of £30 
on 1933.

My Dear Cova, 


The history of the Jewish People is so long and so complicated, 
extending as it does over so many hundreds of years and so many 
lands, that I have often thought a summary by centuries would 
enable a clear, bird'’s-cye view to be obtained of Jewish annals. 
Doubtless every man would compile his own summary in his own 
particular fashion. The stress would be different in each case; it 
would depend on the person's inclinations and interests. I have 
provided such a summary for myself. I cannot be sure that it will 
find acceptance by others. But it may interest you to be acquainted 
with it, and [ shall therefore write down my summary of Jewish 
History in the first century of the common era. 

Rome was its background. The newly established Empire 
dominated the world, It was hungry for territory; anxious, as its 
apologists might say, to extend the happiness afforded by the 
Pax Romana over the whole of the Mediterranean world. Palestine 
was in its horizon. Here was a country situated between Asia and 
Africa, a sort of geographical jugular vein of no small import. 
Until the year 4 before the common era it had been ruled by Herod, 
a tyrant of non-Jewish origin, cruel, hard, out of sympathy with the 
Jewish people and their ideals. Already in his reign tempers were 
rising. His son Archelaus fanned the flame almost into a blaze. 
liome was asked to interfere. She deposed the last ruler of the Jews 
and turned Palestine into a Romar Province under Procurators. 

What manner of men were these representatives of Rome in 

Juda? Throughout the first sixty years of the century, the period 
when the Procurators bore. sway, not a single one of them was a 
man to command respect. They were all greedy, unscrupulous and 
cruel. They regarded their term of office as an opportunity to make 
what they could out of it. By an accident of history Pontius Pilate, 
who ruled Palestine from 26 to 36 of the common era, has become 
well known in the annals of mankind. But his mention in the New 
Testament no more testifies to his excellence of character than the 
appearance of Hitler in the chronicles of the year 1955 will neces. 
sarily prove that he. was anything but a vain coxcomb possessing 
second-class brains. Bribery, robbery, cruelty, wanton executions 
by the hundreds—these characterise the rule of Pontius Pilate in 
Palestine during the ten vears he was there. 
: ‘The Roman governors paid little heed to the feelings of the popula- 
tion under theircharge. Partly they did not care very much; partly 
they were inclined to look down on them; partly they were perhaps 
amused by the deadly earnestness of a people which was so different 
from others. The result was a growing hatred of Rome on the part 
of the Jews, who winced under every injustice and became more 
and more determined in their opposition. 

One of the first conflicts arose over the census in the year 7, 
ordered from Rome for the purpose of establishing a basis of taxa- 
tion. The poll-tax was a bitter reminder to every Jew that he was 
no longer free. Only the patience of the leaders averted a calamity. 

zut this census was responsible for the foundation of the party of 
Extremists, who called themselves zealots and who kept alive 
national hatred to the bitter end in the vear 70, when Titus destroyed 
the Temple, uprooted the Jewish state, and began the modern 
Diaspora. Since then the Jews have wandered from land to land, 
have borne sufferings innumerable, and have, despite all, maintained 
themselves to this very day. 

Under the Emperor Tiberius (14-57) conditions were bad eRough:; 
life became intolerable, what with unrest in the land, heavy and 
unjast taxation, high-handed behaviour of the foreign troops, and 
the greed of the Procurators. But under Caligula (37-41) who was 
probably a madman, the cup of suffering overflowed. This Roman 
Emperor wanted himself adored as a god and desired to have his 
image worshipped in every temple in the Roman Empire. Other 
peoples easily acquiesced; the Jews not only refused but made it a 
matter of life and death. Jews were unpopular in many parts of 
the East. In Alexandria they were involved in a terrible riot, in 
whieh many suffered death, Hundreds of Jews were plundered; 
hundreds were crucified, Crucifixion was a Roman method of 
execution; it became quite common in Palestine during the first 
century. The situation in Palestine looked ugly towards the end of 
the year 40. A madman with unlimited power on the one hand; a 
grim, determined people, filled with loathing of idol-Worship on the 
other. Only one result was to be expected. The outbreak which 
occurred in 66 might have happened a quarter of a century earlier. 
Hut Caligula was assassinated in 41, and his successor Claudius had 
the sense to appease an angry Palestine. 

A four years’ break in the clouds followed. From 41 to 44a 
Jewish Prince, Agrippa I, again ruled in Judmwa. It may have been 
policy on his part, or wisdom, ov perhaps genuine inclination ; but 
whatever it was he accommodated himself to the religious life of 
the people and won their hearts. But it was only for four years. 
‘The Procurators came once more, with their oppressions, cruelties 
and injustices. Anger gave way todespair. Some were for fighting. 
Some counselled patience. Some turned from this world and 
prepared for another, Prophets and Saviours arose. One such was 
Theudas, a mystic and a dreamer, who promised miracles to a 
people without hope. Another was Joshua ben Joseph, commonly 
called by his Greek name Jesus, who preached righteousness and 


— 
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kindness and preparation for the approach of the Kingdom of God, 
a conception which was not new among Jews. Theudas was 
beheaded. Jesus was crucified, one of the hundreds of Jews who in 
the first century was put to death in this crue! fashion by the 
Romans. 

Feeling in Palestine rose to fever heat. Under the Procurator 
Cumanus (48-52), it broke loose into desperate action. Felix and 
Festus were no better than their predecessors. Felix, as Tacitus 
reported, “ exercised royal functions with all manner of cruelty and 
lust in the spirit of a slave.” The last Procurator, Gessius Florus, 
was the wickedest of all, and that is saying much. His conduct and 
his attitude to the Jews positively drove them into rebellion. A 
local quarrel at Caesarea developed into a national uprising, and in 
the year 66 the Roman troops suffered adefeat at the hands of the 
Jews. Nero was Emperor in Rome then; he who fiddled while Rome 
burned. 

Such an indignity could not be tolerated. Nero commissioned 
Vespasian, who had won laurels in Britain, to conquer Judaea. For 
seven years the war raged. The Jews fought against fearful odds. 
It was a miracle that they held out for so long. Their ultimate 
defeat was only to be expected. It came in the year 70. It was 
followed by the triumph of Titus, and the sufferings of thousands 
of Jews uprooted from their homes. 

To the end of the century the bitterness of defeat continued 
The most galling burden was the Jewish tax imposed on Jewry, in 
place of the former Temple dues paid by all Jews to the Temple in 
Jerusalem. This fiscus judaicus was used for the Temple of Jupiter 
Capitolinus in Rome. The insult to Jewish feeling was not lost on 
the Jews, and when Domitian levied the tax with the ufmos! 
brutality, the yoke was almost unbearable. No wonder that a 
Talmud legend declares that it was the intention of the Emperor te 
destroy the Jews utterly! 

It was a century full of bitterness forthe Jews. They lost their 
political independence entirely. That was one outstanding fact in 
the century. ‘The other was the rise of Christianity, associated with 
the name of Jesus of Nazareth who was crucified in the year 35 
At first the early Christians were Jews who believed that the 
Messiah had come. They lived the Jewish life, observed Jewish 
practices and clung to Jewish ideals. Came Saul of Tarsus, the firs! 
Christian Missionary who was a Jew. A restless traveller whe 
crossed land and sca many times, a gifted propagandist, Saul had 
been trained in the schools of the Rabbis and was a Jew of the 
Jews. Suddenly, about the middle of the century, he was converted, 
and the energy of the man it was that made Christianity an easy 
creed for the heathens. Jewish practice was of no moment; he 
taught. The Jewish way of life was no longer necessary. Saul of 
Tarsus founded a new religion, and the daughter was in conflict! 
with the mother. The opposition commenced about the middle of 
the century; it continued thereafter for many a day, so that, as 
Zangwill once said, the People of Christ became the Christ of Peoples.

SUCCESS OF GERMAN RELIEF CONFERENCE! 

Mr. Nevinte J. Laskr, K. C. (Fulham and Kensington), the 
President, who presided at a meeting of the Deputies at the Com- 
munal Centre last Sunday, referred to the great loss which World- 
Jewry had suffered by the passing of Mr. Leo. Motzkin and Dr. 
Ludwig Tietz. 

Law and Parliamentary Commilitee. 

Mr. Lione. L. Cones, K.C. (Barrow-in-Furness) presented the 

Report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, which stated: 
In accordance with the understanding arrived at with the representatives of 
the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations at the Special Meeting held on 
December 4th, 1982, to consider the draft Agreement on the licensing of Shochetim, 
the Comniittee recently circularised all existing Shechita Boards, not already 
arties to that Agreement, with a view to sectiring their adherence to it. The 
Newenetie upon-Tyne Shechita Board has now informed the Committee of its 
readiness to adopt the Agreement ACS 
The Committee has been informed that, in pursuance of the resolution 
adopted by the Board at its last meeting, on the motion of Mr. Perey Cohen, 
the following Deputies have accepted an invitation to serve on the Special Com 
mittee for the purpose of enquiring into and reporting on the administrative 
machinery of the Board, with particular reference to its effectiveness for 
dealing with the problems created by the present exists“: Mrs. Barnett Janner, 
Mr. Cyril Q. Henriques, Mr. S. Rowson, Mr. L. J. Hydieman, Mr. Ernest Lesser, 
Mr. Alex. J. Cohen, Mr. A. 8S. Diamond, Mr. H. J. Osterley, Mr. Charies 5. 
tubens and Mr. Percy Cohen. The Committee recommends that these Deputies 
be appointed to constitute the Special Committee. 


The Report was adopted. 

Joint Foreign Committee. 

Before the presentation of the Joint Foreign Committee Report 
by Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, O. B. E. (Anglo-Jewish Association) the 
PRESIDENT referred to the Conference for the Relief of German 
Jewry, at which, he said, there were no less than forty-one com- 
munities or institutions of outstanding significance represented. In 
connection with the recent appointment of a High Commissioner 
for German Refugees, he was happy to say that the discussions with 
the High Commissioner were proceeding. favourably. A deep debt 
of gratitude was due to the Secretariat of the Board and to others in 
that building, who had contributed so much to make the Conference 
the success which it was. 


Mr. LEONARD G. MONTEFIORE, in presenting the Report of the 


Joint Foreign Committee, quoted the saying tbat the proof of the 
pudding was in the eating,“ and one could only hope that in 
the coming mouths they might be able successfully to implement 
some of the decisions arrived at at the Conference. 

Mr. ISRARL COHEN (Golders Green), one of delegates to the 
Conference, then gave an interesting survey and impression of the 
Conference. The matters of organisation dealt with were mainly: 


() The representation of Jewish organisations and communities on the 


Governing Body that is to collaborate with the High Commissioner for German 
Refugees, and 


(2) The proposed setting up of a liaison office by the Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee for the purpose of maintaining contact with the various bodies and 
Committees which participated in the Conference and acting in an advisory 
capacity. How the liais m office will function, and what its working will bo, are 
matters that are still under consideration. 


As for the programme of relief and reconstruction that the 
‘Conference elaborated, Mr. Cohen said that to what extent the pro- 
gramme would be carried out would depend not upon the labours 
of the Conference but upon the response of the Jewish people to the 
appeal that would be made to them by the General Advisory Council 
set up by the Conference. That Advisory Counci!, consisting of one 
representative from each delegation represented at the Conference, 
was to function through an Executive Committee, formed by the 
organisations that convened the Conference, together with the Jewish 
Agency, and would have its headquarters in London. The extent 
of the utility of its activity in relation to the great problem that it 
had to tackle would inevitably depend upon the extent of the funds 
available. It might be regretted that no agreement was possible 
on the question of centralising al! funds in one place, but as several 
of the participating organisations were situated in countries which 
cach had a substantial contingent of refugees, and therefore needed 
money locally, the difficulty of combining funds must be evident to all. 

‘Those who asked the question, Was the Conference a success?” 
said Mr. Cohen, must be asked in turn what did they mean by “a 
success“? Nobody who was in any way responsible for the convening 
of the Conference imagined for one moment that it would solve the 
grave political, economic, social and spiritual problem presented by 
the Jewish situation in Germany. Those problems were far too 
formidable to be solved either by one or a dozen Jewish Conferences. 
Even the power and potentialities of the League, as they had seen, 
were unfortunately limited. The Conference came together for 
the specific purpose of devising measures for the alleviation of the 
position of the German Jews—both of those who had remained in 
Germany as well as of those who had fled to other countries, and it 
discharged its mission to the best of its ability. Whether the 
plans that were drawn up would be carried out, and how far they 
would boucht German Jewry, still remained to be seen. It was there- 
fore impossib'« at ibe moment to say whether the Conference, from 
® practica’ point of view, was a success or not; hut it was in the 


pawer of wi! who wished that it should achieve success, to help 


lowards that des'rable goal, 
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Rabbi Dr. SamuEL Darcnes (Leeds Beth Hamedrash) said the 
fact that the Conference was carried through so effectively and 
successfully was very largely due to the brilliant leadership of their 
President. (Applause). 

The Report was adopted. 

Lady SprecMan (Union of Jewish Women) presented the Report 
of the Education Committee, which was adopted. 

The Report of the Aliens Committee, presented by Mr. H. 5. 
SCHILDKRAUT (Order Achei Brith), was also adopted. 

Palestine Committee. 

Dr. IsRAEL FELDMAN (Great) submitted the Palestine Committee 
teport which, in connection with the biennial meeting of the Council 
of the Jewish Agency at Prague, expressed its disappointment that 
only one non-Zionist representative of the British section of the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine attended the last meeting of the Council 
in Prague. Under the heading of “ Missionary Activities in Pales- 
tine" the Report states that arising out of correspondence with Mrs. 
Henrietta Diamond, of Leeds, on the subject of missionary activities 
in Palestine the Committee communicated with the Vaad Leumi 
and desired to draw the earnest attention of the Board to the report 
that has been received from that body. 

In the opinion of the Committee,’ adds the statement, this 
Report reveals a situation which calls for immediate action if the 
future of Jewish education in Palestine is to be properly safe- 
guarded. The Committee therefore strongly recommends that a 
Conference of representative Jewish. bodies in this country be 
convened at an early date to formulate constructive measures for 
dealing with the problem.” 

The Report also stated that in response to an invitation 
extended to the Board the Commiitee recommended that Rabbi Dr. 
Samuel Daiches and Mrs. Barnett Janner be appointed “ fraternal 
delegates” to the 34th Annual Conference of the English Zionist 
Federation, to be held on December 21ch and 25th. 

Mr. I. Laxpav (United Synagogue) drew the attention of the 
zoard to the recent suggested promulgation of new ordinances in 
Palestine regarding the entry of Jews into that country, and ‘said 
those restrictions filled one with amazement. A more serious effort, 
he urged, should be made to see that their poor brethren who sought 
a home, suould be able to enter Palestine without that terrible fear 
of persecution and of being harassed in every way before they could 
obtain leave to enter. 

Mr. LEONARD STEIN (Anglo-Jewish Association) said he thought 
there was some misapprehension as to what the regulations referred 
to by Mr. Landau related to. They related not to immigration 
strictly speaking, but to the issue of tourists’ visas. 

Mr. NATHAN LAZARUS (New Road) urged that the whole matter 
should be considered by the appropriate committee and a report 
issued. 

Mr. P. Horowirz (Rumanian) said the complaint was not so 
much about the regulations but about the way in which the regula- 
tions were being applied. ! 

Replying to the debate, Dr. Isnant, FreLpMAN said that Mr. 
Landau had in no way exaggerated the gravity of the present posi- 
tion with reference to immigration into Palestine. The whole 
question, however, was going to be looked into on the following 
Tuesday by a special meeting which had beou convened between 
the Palestine Committee and the Joint Foreign Committee, and in 
due course they hoped to present further details to the Board as to 
the result of their deliberations. | 

The Report was adopted. 

Prcss Committee. 

Mr. Punt GUEDALLA (Sunderland, Hebrew) presented: the 
teport of the Press Committee. : 

Mr. J. BoLLorcn (Manchester, Hightown) asked whether the 
Press Committee were taking action with regard to the attacks that 
were being made by Sir Oswald Moslez's paper called the 
DLACKSTIRT. 

Mr. L. PHILLIPS (Western) agreed as to the seriousuess of these 
anti-Jewish campaigns, and expressed the opinion that the Press 
Committee might do a great deal more than they had done in 
combating anti-Jewish articles. 

Mr. Morris Myer (Cannon Street Road) said that this agitation 
was also conducted through the medium of books, and he had even 
seon the words Kill the Jews” chalked up on hoardings. He 
urged that the Board ought to approach the Government and the 
Home Office in regard to the whole matter. 

Mr. H. SAMUELS (Preston) asked whether the Law and Parliamen- 
tary Committee could not take into consideration the question of the 
by-laws in each locality to ensure good behaviour. They had 
members of the Jewish community on many local Councils, and 
it should be the duty of Jewish residents to bring to their notice 
any question of this kind. If this were done prompt action must 
be taken. Mr. Samuels caused consternation when he told the 
Board that he was walking along the Buckingham Palace Road the 
other day when he came across a shop displaying a poster of The 
Black Shirt“ and The Patriot.” The proprietor of the shop was 
a Jew who, at his West Hampstead branch, sold Mezuzot! When he 
taxed the assistant about it he was told that “ it is all in the way of 
business.“ | 

Mr. M. Gorpon LiverMAN, J.P. (Dublin United) paid tribute to 
the Press Committee and to its Chairman, and told the Board that 
the utmost vigilance was brought to bear upon all the matters 


connected with anti-Jewish propaganda. He shared the alarm ot 
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his friends as to the rising symptoms of anti-Semitism and the very 
aggressive manner in which it was manifesting itself. He also 
agreed that the ordinary peace-time methods which they had 
employed, were not adequate now. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M. P. (Cardiff, Hebrew) stressed the point 
that wherever an anti-Semitic outbreak occurred the Board should 
be made aware of the facts, and he expressed the hope that those 
present would impress this point on the minds of their respective 
communities. 

Mr. A. L. EASTERMAN (Stepney Orthodox) also stressed the gravity 
of the matter, and suggested the appointment of a Special Com- 
mittee of the Board whose sole duty it should be to investigate and 


deal with this dangerous tendency in British political life in so far 
as it affected them. 


Mesley Anti-Semitism. 

Mr. L. J. HYDLEMAN (Ealing and Acton) referred toa public meet- 
ing which had been addressed by Sir Oswald Mosley, at which the 
most tumultuous cheers which grected Sir Oswald were those which 
followed his attacks upon Jews. 

Alderman S. Bo.som, J.P. (Limehouse Federation) asked whether 
action could not be taken with regard to the illegality of these 
hodies on the ground that they were creating a breach of the peace 
at these meetings. 

Mr. Lionen L. Conen said they had had under consideration 
recently the question of provocative posters and banners, but he 
was not yet in a position to make any statement on this matter, 
That was why it was not referred to in the report of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee. He did not think there could be any 
question as to the illegality of the organisation. It was a question 
of the illegality of its methods, and this was a matter which the 
Committee had under consideration. 

In replying to the debate, Mr. Pur GUEDALLA said that if the 
Press Committee found anything solid, the matter would be dealt 
with to the best of their ability. But let them not go up and down 
the country saying—because it was not true—that there was a great 
and terrible increase of anti-Semitism. There was nothing of the 
kind. There was a great and terrible increase of men in politics 
who thought that a substitute for a programme, in order to doa 
little foreign propaganda, was to curse a respectable section of the 
community in this country. Don't increase that campaign,“ urged 
Mr. Guedalla, by taking it more seriously than it deserves.” The 
zoard and its Officers were occasionally in receipt of communica- 
tions from members of the Community who had heard expressions of 
opinion adverse to Jews and who called for them to suppress it. 
One principle which it was vital that no Jew should ever question 
was the free expression of opinion, however unpalatable those 
opinions might be. If the expression of those opinions was calcu- 
lated to cause a breach of the peace it might be a criminal offence. 
But in so far as it was just the expression of an opinion, that man 
was exercising the right which he claimed to exercise in the name 


of the Jewish Community.

Sin, - Mr. B. A. Levinson's letter in your paper recently raises far 
more important questions than the question of waste of timo involved 
in speeches made by members of the Board. Far more time is wastcd in 
the House of Commons where members are anxious to please their con- 
stituents, particularly waere a particular mamber mates his maidcn 
Speech.“ As mos: of the coastitucncics represented on the Board arc in 
a sense pocket boroughs’? such a consideration dees not arise. But 
in the caso of speeches, waste of timo“ is always a relative 
question. There may bo something wrong with the procedure of 
the Board. I hope that this criticism, coming as it docs from a 
stranger in the gallery, will not bo considered discourtcous by those 
who have been and ate working for the good cf the Community. 
There secms to bo a division, mental as well as physical, between those 


on the platform and ths rank and file below. On the platform are scated 


the Civil Service (I am making use kere of Mr. Levinson's owa 
phraseology) togethcr with the Presidest. Tho report of a Committee 
has beea previously circulated. It is submitted at the meeting and, of 
course, is open to criticism. But when the criticism is actually directed at 
any paragraph in the report, the Chairman of the Committee and sometimes 
the President take it upon themselves to defend it. Such an attitude often 
provokes further discussion, and heic we come upon our good old friend

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Forty Years of Communal Service 


The Board of Guardians Then and Now. 
Interview with Mr. MAURICE BENJAMIN. 


Forty years ago—on the 26th of this month to be precise—a 
youth who had just left school walked into the offices of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians to be interviewed for the vacancy of junior clerk. 
He got the job, rose rapidly “from the ranks” to the important position 
of Secretary to the Board, and 
has played no mean part in the 


which the Board has been re- 
sponsible... In view of this very 
happy milestone in his career ! 
took’ the opportunity of inter- 
viewing Mr. Benjamin for Tur 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, writes our 
representative. 

“When I entered the services of 
the Jewish Board of Guardians,” 
he said, the offices of the Board 
were situated in Devonshire 
Square, Bishopsgate, Mr. Morris 
Stephany was the Secretary, and 
the staff comprised fourteen mem- 
bers. To-day it numbers forty-three, exclusive of the staffs of the 
Convalescent and other Homes under the Board's control. Those were 
days of great stress. The influx of our persecuted co-religionists from 
Russia, which started in 1882, had just begun to decline; but the pro- 
lem which it had created was still occupying the minds of the Board. 
These unfortunate immigrants had not readily adapted themselves 
to their new environment and were living mostly in overcrowded 
and insanitary surroundings. The Board appointed a Sanitary 
Inspector whose duty it was to visit the homes, advise on sanitation, 
and where landlords refused to pul their property in who!csome and 
habitable condition, the Inspector took up the matter with the local 
authority. Out of the sanitary department to instituted under the 
Chairmanship of the late David F. Schloss, bas grown the present 
Health and Convalescent Department controlling the Samuel Lewis 
Convalescent Home at Walton-on-the-Naze. the Müller Home, 
Broadstairs, Tudor House, Hampstead Heath, and the Boys’ Home, 
Hove, and its wonderful after-care work.” . 


Mr. Benjamin stressed the fact, in comparing the work of the 


Board te-day with that of forty years ago, that in those days it 
tended to be more what he described as “ remedial.’ Then, the 
Board tried to cure; nowadays it adopted the better method of 
endeavouring to prevent. The work was to-day of a much more 
constructive nature in which the Loan, Apprenticing and Health 
Departments played an important part. : 

The Board to-day is no longer a dole-giving Charity,’ to use 
Mr. Benjamin's own words, but an Association which aims at 
assisting towards moral and industrial self-help.” 

We next talked about the difference in the type of applicant of 
to-day and when Mr. Benjamin first made the acquaintance of the 
Board. 

“Forty years ago, he told me, “the people who came to us 
were only concerned with their immediate necessities. ‘To-day, 
applicants ask for a different kind of help. ‘They are no longer 
satisfied with being given £1 or £2, but submit for our considera- 
tion more ambitious schemes which, whenever these are practicable, 
the Board agrees to assist either in the form of gifts or loans, or 
bot), to enable the recipients to carry them out. 

About twenty years ago we instituted what is now known as a 
New Case Department, through which every case has to go before 
it can possibly come on to the general relief register. In this depart- 
ment, every avenue is explored by which it is hoped that the 
applicant can be put on his feet so as to obviate his having further 
resort to the Board. 

This department is the sifting-house of the cases coming to 
ihe Board. Some of these, through illness, have perforce to be 
transferred directly to the various Relief Committees, because it is 
realised that owing to the state of health of the family in question 
nothing of a constructive nature can be undertaken.” 

Mr. Benjamin strongly refuted the suggestion which one hears 
sometimes made that the Board is a very conservative body. 

Actually,“ he said, it has always been essentially liberal and 
prepared to adopt new principles and methods when it was felt tha 
they would be for the benefit of the community.” 

Speaking in terms of figures, Mr. Benjamin said that while in 
1893 the amount given in allowances was £2,479, that for 1932 wa; 
£17,200. So far as the relief figures for the same period are 
concerned, they were £6,880 and nearly £31,200, and loans £8,270 
and £26,456 respectively. These figures are indicative of the great 
extent to which the work of the Board has grown in the intervening 
years. 

In connection with housing, Mr. Benjamin is of the opinion that 
despite the overcrowded conditions prevailing to-day which he 
characterised as “ appalling,” actually sanitation is vastly better 
than it used to be.

* Americans will never give any sympathy to a country in which 
there is anti-Semitism.” he declared.

* Knowing Americau sentiment,” he went on, I made a special

“IT myself.” Me. Farle added, am of Nordic race, long settled 
on American soil, and without a drop of Jewish blood in my veins.” 

It is reported that, following his warning, Mr. Earle bas received 
more than a hundred letters threatening to kill him. The police 
have started an investigation. 

A certain amount of light on the attitude of the Governmen! 
towards the Jewish question is thrown. by a recent article in the 
official Rercusrost commenting on a book by Herr Czermak, the 
new Chairman of the Christian Social Party, entitled, An Under.

A Starving Multitude. 
[From our Correspondent.—W ansaw.} 


The terrible situation in which Polish Jewry finds itself is 
revealed in all its appaKing tragedy in a memorandum appealing 
for assistance, which has been submitted by the Jewish Economic 
Committee to the Directors of the State Labour Fund, the Minister 
of Social Welfare and the Prime Minister's Office, 
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Among Jewish workers, the memorandum states, 80 per cent.

The Memorandum asks the authorities to sce that the New 
Labour Fund existing for the assistance of workers should also 
assist Jews, and particularly asks that Jews should be given work 
on equal terms with non-Jews, which is not the case in State 
justitutions, 

Special attention is drawn to the terrible need of the Jews in 
the smaller towns and townships, where they are on the verge of 
starvation. The memorandum submits a plan whereby they may 
receive facilities for vegetable and fruit- growing, together with a 
plan for setting up rabbit farms. With the sum of about £120,000 
it is considered that a million Jews could be helped in this way. 

In Jewish quarters here it is expected that some of these 
requests will find a hearing.

Drastic Action Against Nazis. 
— -—- 
Widespread Student Disturbances. 
The Hungarian Government is continuing to take drastic 
measures to put down the anti-Semitic Nazi activity in the country. 
The Swastika Party in the entire district of Berettyo, where 
there have been anti-Jewish outbreaks, has been suppressed by the 


authorities and all Nazi premises scaled. At Debreczin, where 


students went through the streets molesting Jews, they were 
«dispersed -by the police. Attacks were made on the Synagogue and 
the Jewish Community Building, where windows were smashed. 

A strike was later declared in all Hungarian Universities in 


support of a demand for a nwincrus clansus. The movement was 


started particularly against the admission to the Hungarian 


Universities of Jewish refugees from Germany, although only 
fifteen have so far been admitted, al! of them to the Technical High 
School in Budapest. : 

The strike was called off after several hours, when the Rector 
promised to lead a deputation of students tothe Prime Minister, 
General Goemboes, to allow them to state their case.

Anti-Semitism and America. 
— 


U.S. Ministers Warning. 

A pointed warning that the pursual of a policy of anti-Semitism 
would lose Austria the sympathy of the United States was made last 
week by Mr. George Earle, the new U.S. Minister to Austria, on his 
return from a tour of the Austrian provinces. 

* Americans will never give any sympathy to a country in which 
there is anti-Semitism.” he declared. It is in Austria's interests, 
therefore, to conduct herself in such a way that it will not lose 
American sympathy, which exists only where there is no racial or 
religious persecutions. 

„ Knowing Americau sentiment,” he went on, I made a special 
point of discovering during my tour whether there is such anti- 
Semitic feeling in existence, because this is contrary to the American 
mentality. 

“I myself,’ Me. Earle added, “am of Nordic race, long settled 
on American soil, and without a drop of Jewish blood in my veins.” 

It is reported that, following his warning, Mr. Earle has received 
more than a hundred letters threatening to kill him. The police 
have started an ins estigation. 

A certain amount of light on the attitude of the Government 
towards the Jewish question is thrown by a recent article in the 
official KkicHsrost commenting on a book by Herr Czermak, the 
new Chairman of the Christian Social Party, entitled, An Under. 
standing with Jewry?" Onthe basis of Herr Czermak’s investt- 
gations, the Rercuspost considers that racial anti-Semitism must be 
declined in Austria, but on religious grounds a differentiation 
between Jew and Gentile is justified. “One must not regard the 
Ghetto of the Middle Ages as an ideal solution,” it declares, but 
some solution in which a dividing line is drawn, and at the same 
time the neighbourly relations of the two communities guaranteed.

Government Bans Anti-Semitic Propaganda. 
— 

As a result of an interpellation by the Jewish Deputy, Dr. A. 
Goldstein, the Ministry of Justice has ordered the seizure of the 
entire edition of “ Zrcexapio Zypu"’ ( The Mirror of the Jews”), an 
anti-Semitic pamphlet disseminated recently in large quantities by 
anti-semitic circles. 

In reply to Jewish complaints in Carpatho-Russia that the local 
liussian Press and the Czech daily, PODKARPATSKE HLasx, had lately, 
published articles of an anti-Semitic tendency, the disfrict presi. 
dent, M. Rozsypal, stated that he had forbidden the appearance of 
such articles in future. “I will not tolerate any incitement, on 
racial or similar grounds, against any nationality or creed,” he 


declared. 
Jew and Nazi: A Study in Ethics. 
Joseph Kass, a Nazi, who has been sentenced in Prague to four 


_ years penal servitude on a charge of plotting against the Republic, 


and of military treason, and has been acquitted on a further charge 
of having tried to snare Jews back into Germany, was defended in

POLAND. 
Polish Jewry's Appalling Plight. 


A Starving Multitude. 
[From our Correspondent.—W arsaw.] 


The terrible situation in which Polish Jewry finds itself is 
revealed in all its appalling tragedy in a memorandum appealing 


for assistance, which has been submitted by the Jewish Economic 


Committee to the Directors of the State Labour Fund, the Minister 
of Social Welfare and the Prime Minister's Office. 25 
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Among Jewish workers, the memorandum states, 80 per cent. 
are without work and means. Of the artisans and craftsmen, up 
to 75 per cent. are without work. The same situation prevails 
among Jewish traders and merchants, where poverty bas reached an 
unprecedented scale. The memorandum estimates that 200,000 
Jewish families are suffering from want, 100,000 of them being 
without any means whatsoever. 

While a good deal of this poverty is due to the crisis generally, 
much of it is also attributed to the special structure of the Jewish 
population and also to the political situation and the attitude of 
the taxation and other authorities towards the Jews. 

The Memorandum asks the authorities to see that the New 
Labour Fund existing for the assistance of workers should also 
aisist Jews, and particularly asks that Jews should be given work 
on equal terms with non-Jews, 
institutions. 

Special attention is drawn to the terrible need of the Jews in 
the smaller towns and towuships, where they 
starvation.

The memorandum submits a plan whereby they may 
receive facilities for vegetable and fruit-growing, together with a 
plan for setting up rabbit farms. With the sum of about £120,000 
it is considered that a million Jews could be helped in this way. 

In Jewish quarters here if is expected that some of these 
requests will find a hearing. The Labour Fund is created from 
monies paid by the taxpayer, in which the Jews have to provide 
proportionately the greatest share. It would thus be only just tha’ 
the Jewish poor should also be given a share of the benefit and help 
afforded by it.

HUNGARY. 


Drastic Action Against Nazis. 
— 


Widespread Student Disturbances. 


The Hungarian Government is continuing to take drastic 
measures to put down the anti-Semitic Nazi activity in the country. 

The Swastika Party in the entire district of Berettyo, where 
there have been anti-Jewish outbreaks, has been suppressed by the 
authorities and all Nazi premises sealed. At Debreczin, where 
students went through the streets molesting Jews, they were 
dispersed by the police. Attacks were made on the Synagogue and 
the Jewish Community Building, where windows were smashed. 

A strike was later declared in all Hungarian Universities in 
support of a demand for a numerus clausus. The movement was 
started particularly against the admission to the Hungarian 
Universities of Jewish refugees from Germany, although only 
teen have so far been admitted. all of them to the Technical High 
School in Budapest. 

The strike was called off afier several hours, when the Rector 
promised to lead a deputation of students tothe Prime Minister, 
General Goemboes, to allow them to state their case. Subsequent 
disturbances broke out in Budapest, where. Jews were at‘acked in 
the streets. The police had to be reinforced before they could 
restore order. The Rectorate has warned the students that drastic 
measures will be taken if there is any recurrence of the strike. 

All is now quiet, pending the reply of the Government to the 
students’ demand. 


RUMANIA. 


New Government's Challenge to Anti-Semitism. 


“Tolerance and Equality for All.” 

Rumanian Jewry has greeted the advent of the Liberal Cabinet 
of M. Duca with feelings of relief. Auti-Semitie activity had risen 
to an alarming pitch under his predecessor, Dre Vaida-Voevod, with- 
out serious action being taken to check it. This failure to deal with 
the situation is considered, indeed, to have been one of the reasons 
for the late Cabinet's downfall. 

M. Duca is on friendly terms with lave sections of Rumanian 
Jewry, and it was mainly owing to his influence that the pact was 
concluded some years ago between the Liberal Party and the Union 
of Rumanian Jews. He was Minister of the Interior at the time of 
the anti-Jewish devastations at Oradea Mare, but nated vigorous 
measures by which punishment was meted out to many of the 
yuilty and compensation paid to the Jewish victims. 

In a statement to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, M. Duca 
declared his intention of working for good feeling among all sections 
of the population. “Loyal to the spirit of broad tolerance and 
absolute equality for all citizens, without distinction of race or 
religion, the Government will stimulate among the population 
all those sentiments of harmony and confidence which are so 
essential for the progress and general prosperity of the country.” 

Active preparations for the coming election are already being 
made by the Jewish Party and the Union of Rumanian Jews. 
The Jewish Party will either fight the elections separately, or 
conclude a bloc with the democratic groups. 
the Union of Rumanian Jews will conclude a bloe with the Govern- 
mental Party. The anti-Semitic groups have also begun the'r 
preparations.

Tension in Salonika. 


— — 
Threat of Violence by Anti-Semites. 


Following the inclusion of Yom Kippur among the public 
holidays on which all shops and businesses in Salonika must close, 
violent attacks on the Jews have been made both by the E.E.E.” 
and other anti-Semitic circles. 

The Jewish population, who did not ask to have Yom Kippur 
proclaimed an official public holiday, and are adversely affected by 
the decree as a whole, since it also compels them to stop work on 
six Christian religious holidays, are extremely uneasy at the turn 
of events. 

The Governor of Salonika has issued an appeal to the Govern- 
ment to annul the decree in the interests of public security. 

“If we are compelled to resort to force, we shall not shrink 
from it,” the Salonika anti-Semitic MAKEDONIA threatens in an open 
letter to the Governor this week.

PROSPERITY DUE TO JEWISH SETTLERS. 


INCREASED IMMIGRATION MEANS INCREASED REVENUE. 
[COMMUNICATED. | 

The General Council of the Vaad Leumi, in the course of a 
fleclaration on the present position in Palestine, says: 

It is the considered opinion of eminent economic authorities 
that Jewish industrial enterprises, which now employ scores of 
thousands of hands, and also the enterprises which are able to 
exploit the natural resources of the country owing to the energy 
| and expenditure of Jewish immigrants, are likely to turn Palestine 
into a first-class industrial centre in the Near East. Before this 
| Jewish immigration set in, thousands of Arabs emigrated from the 
country each year; buf at present, so far from there being any 
emigration of Arabs from Palestine, this country serves as 
an asylum for a considerable number of Arabs coming in 
from adjacent countries. During the period between the 
first census of Palestine taken in 1922 and the census of 1931, the 
Arab population increased by two hundred and twenty-five thousand, 
or forty per cent.,while the Arab city of Jaffa, which is in close 
proximity to the Jewish city of Tel-Aviv, had prospered and expanded, 
and its population during the period that elapsed between the first 
and second census had increased by seventy-two per cent. 

The contention that Jewish immigration results in unemploy- 
ment is absurd and fallacious. In the Jewish settlements, there is 
u considerable shortage of working hands. The Arab village popula. 


tions settled in close proximity to Jewish settlements have reached 


such a degree of economic consolidation and prosperity that they 

can well dispense with the openings of employment afforded to them 
; in the Jewish settlements. Such is the pace of the development 
that employers of cheap labour are now finding it impossible to 
secure the services of Arab workmen from adjacent villages and 
are importing Bedouin labourers from the far-off desert. There 
are few countries in the world whose Exchequers are in such 
n prosperous condition as the Palestine Treasury. The main cause 
of this satisfactory financial condition is, as the Government has 
itself admitted, Jewish immigration. Daring the years of large im. 
migration, 1924 5 and 1925,6, the Government could boast of a surplus 
of over one million pounds. ‘The curtailment of immigration in the 
years following 1925 6 resulted in an appreciable decrease in Govern. 
ment revenue, and at the beginning of 1931, following a period of 
political unrest, a special Commission was sent to Palestine with 
u view to finding ways to meet the deficit in the Government 
‘Treasury.. When, at the end of that year, an increased Jewish 
immigration set in, there ensued simultaneously a substantial 
improvement in the financial position of the Government, and 
the last two years have seen a surplus of about one million 
and-a-half pounds in the Government Treasury. It is the 
growth of public revenue which has made it possible for the 
Government to exempt the fellah from tithe payments in the 
past two years, as well as from a considerable portion of the debts 
from previous years, and it is that growth which has enabled the 
Government to expand its services in regard to education, public 
health and public works services which are primarily conducted in 
the interests of the Arab population.

Cement Works Extension Held Up.

A RESULT OF THE LABOUR SHORTAGE. 

lt is understood that the Nesher Cement Factory is unable to 
nroceed with a scheme for enlarging its works owing to the shortage 
of Jewish labour. The factory is receiving continued demands for 
increased supplies of cement from Palestine and the neighbouring 
countries, but it is unable to meet the demands before the extension 
of its works is accomplished. The Company has ample ready money 
to begin the extension work, but it cannot secure the necessary 
labour. 

The Palestine Potash Company is also experiencing a shortage 
of labour. 


The Hope Simpson Report. 


CRITICISM LEFT UNANSWERED. 

There has recently been considerable correspondence in the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN on the causes of the recent Arab riots in 
Palestine, and one correspondent, “Arab,” suggested that Sir Jobn 
Hope Simpson had reported that up to the time of his reports, there 
were over 29 per cent. of the (Arab) peasants made landless.” 

Professor L. B. Namier, of Manchester University, in the course 
of a reply to this, points out that Sir John said nothing of the kind, 


The relevant passage in the Hope Simpson Report (p. 142) reads: 


It al-o appears that of the 86,989 rural Arab families in the 
villages, 20°4 per cent. are landless. It is not known how many of 
these are families who previously cultivated and have since lost their 
land. 


“There is a difference between ‘are’ and were made! landless,” 
declares Professor Namier. 

But where or how did Sir John Hope Simpson obtain his figure 
of 29.4 per cent.“ Where did it appear? Nowhere—it originated 
in Sir John's misreading of a statistical table in a report on 104 
Palestinian villages by Messrs. Johnson and Crosbie. The matter 
was fully explained in a pamphlet The Statistical Bases of Sir 
John Hope Simpson's Report’ (p. 17), published by the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine in May, 1981, and submitted by them to the 
Permanent Mandates Commission.. Sir John Hope Simpson 
has never replied to the very grave criticisms of his facts and 
figures offered by the Jewish Agency. But though demolished and 
abandoned, his Report will continue to be exploited against us unless 
he himself will admit his mistakes. Taking, therefore, now, that 
figure of 29.4 per cent.—perhaps the most crucial in his Report—1 
ask him: Does he uphold it or will he withdraw it? 


To Transfer the Mandate ?

ORGANISATION TO BE FORMED IN POLAND. 
From our Correspondent —W arsaw. | 

Au article appeared recently in the SLowo WILENSKIE, an organ 
which supports the Government, declaring that Poland must pay 
greater attention to the position of the Jews in Palestine. The 
article states that England is not fulfilling the Mandate as she 
should do and, after analysing the conditions in Palestine, goes on 
to urge that Poland should take over the Mandate. The paper 
suggests that Palestine could easily support a population of over 
3,000,000 ; and points out that Poland has the largest Jewish popula- 
tion of any country in Europe. The natural annual increase of 
Jews in Poland is over 30,000. Only some 4,000 of them are able to 
emigrate. But if Poland had the Mandate, she would be able to 
regulate emigration.” — 

The writer of the article was M. Wladyslaw Studnicki. An 
application has been filed with the Government by Dr. Rubin 
Feldschu, asking for the legalisation of an organisation with the 
object of transferring the Mandate. He claims that he has already a 


large measure of support among Jews and non-Jews in Poland and 
elsewhere,

“INTELLECTUAL FARMERS” IN PALESTINE. 


The Viscountess Erleigh spoke at a meeting of the Brondesbury 
and Cricklewood Zionist Circle at the Cricklewood Synagogue on 
Tuesday evening. She gave a vivid picture of Palestine as it 
appealed to her. 

She spoke of the intellectual farmer, who, she said, kept up 
his education and did not become of the mentality of the cows he 
tended. She stressed the fact that the backbone of the country was 
ihe land and said that it was for that reason that the Keren 
Hayesod and the Keren Kayemeth were essential in the work of 
upbuilding Palestine. Private enterprise was growing and would 
continue to grow. But if they were going to have young men and 
women on the land, they must have public enterprise behind it. 
They must have public money; they must have land to advance to 
them when they started their work and an organisation to stand 
behind them. 

Lady Erleigh, in a reference to the British Administration, spoke 
of the lack of understanding of that Administration on the part of 
the Jews from Poland and Russia who had come to Palestine. and 
said they thought that because a Commission was sent out and a 
Report drawn up, something would be done. They did not under- 
stand the British, and the trouble was that a Jew coming from an 
anti-Semitic country was inclined to see anti-Semitism in everything 
that did not suit him. They had got to learn the British mentality. 
Happily, they were beginning to get on very much better together. 

Lady Erleigh referred tothe pitiable plight of German Jewry, 
and said that the only hope for the children there was for them to 
go to Palestine.

NEW ORGANI3ATION FORMED.

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The New Boycott Council. 


Election of Officers. 

Speaking at a meeting of the Jewish Kepresentative Council for the 
Organisation of the Boycott of German Goods and Services, which was 
held on Thursday evening of last week at the Hotel Russell. Mr, PHILIP 
GUEDALLA read the following letter which be had received from Sir 
R. W. Perks, lay bead of the Methodist Church; he 

„Allow me to say how very sincerely the Methddist Society sympathise 
with you and your brother Jews in the treatment thes arerece ving in Germany). 
We have nearly five millions of Methodists in this country and 15,000 Churches. 
Tam quite certain that this large body look with the greatest disapproval aud. 
indeed, borror upon the treatment which the Jews have to encounter in 
Germany.“ 

Mr. P. Horowitz, who presided, said at the outset of the meeting 
that they were ready to co-operate with any individual body or organisa- 
tion which had the same object as they had. 

Mr. THOMAS LRV, M. P., in the course of a short address, strongly 
urged upon his hearers the importance of the boycott assuming an inten- 
sive and international character. If, he said, it were only to be a picce- 
meal and haphazard sort of affair, it would not succeed; and what they 
had to decide at that meeting was whether the Boycott was going to 
be a real Boycott or one in name only. He wished them all possible 
success in their endeavours, 

Mr. Horowitz gave an outline of the prograuimme of work and a list 
of the various Committees which it was proposed to set up. 


The Misleading Title. 

The Constitution was read by Mr. H. SAMUELS and agreed to, after 
which Mr. Horowitz read a letter from Sir Robert Mond (who was unable 
to attend the meeting through indisposition), in which he wrote: The 
only effective pressure we can bring on the Nazi Government in order to 
alleviate the lot of our coreligionists is to exercise the utmost financia! 
pressure.” Sir Robert, however, also suggested that the title of the 
Organisation should be Representative Jewish Boycott Council.” Sueh 
a title, he added, would prevent people confusing them with the Board of 
Deputies. 

The following were elected: 

Sir Robert Mond, President; Haham Dr. Gaster, Mr. Philip Goedalla, Mr. 
Montague Lyons, K. C., M I', and Mr. Thomas Levy, M.., Vice Presidents ; 
Mr. P. Horowitz and Mr. M. H. Davis, Joint Chairmen; Mr. S. Joseph, 
Vice-Chairman; Mr. Cofman-Nicoresti, Hon. Treasurer; Mr. Cyril Q 
Henriques and Mr. Sholto, Hon, Secretaries: Messrs. Cyril J. Ross, L. Colton, 
A. Woolf, P. P. Baker, N. Fisher, H. Samuels, L. Silkin, D. Barnett, R Katz. 
Heiber, A. Lewis and I. Auge!, Executive Committee. 

Mr. P. HOROWITZ told the meeting that they would require a monthly 
sum of £100 in order to see the thing through efficiently. Sir Robert 
Mond had promised £20 a month for as long as they continued their 
activities ; the textile trade hoped to find a similar sum for each month ; 
while the Fur and Furniture Trades each hoped to raise £10 a month for 
the purpose.

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The Jewish Friendly Society Movement. 


Order Achei Brith and the Association. 


SECESSION TO BE MOVED. 
(From our Friendly Society Correspondent}. 


Well wishers of the movement will particularly regret the now turu 
to the long drawn-out dispute between the Association of Jewish Friendly 
Societies and the Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham. At the 
latter’s Annual Conference, which will be held towards the end of next 
month, a resolution will be moved on behalf of the Executive Council 
which calis for secession from the Association. The dispute originated with 
the public meeting of protest held at the Scala Theatre in April last which 
was organised by the Association and on that occasion the Order withheld 
its support for reasons which have never been adequately explained. But 
like so many disputes between public bodies, the original issue became 
mixed up with subsidiary matters and personal charges and counter 
charges, and the unhappy and unnecessary quarrel has now reached this 
unfortunate position. It is the more to be deplored, because at the 
present juncture of affairs it is imperative that Jewish public bodies 
should remain united in order to strengthen their influence in combating 
the onslaught on.Jews. The secession of the Achei Brith from the 
Association makes a breach in the unity of the Jewish Friendly 
Society movement, which would be a lamentable result to the 
vears of striving for co-operation and goodwill between the Orders 
and Societies. It is difficult to see what can be suggested in the interests 
of both bodies now that the die has been cast. Obstinate and unyielding 
as this quarrel has been, it should be possible to bring about a modus 
vivendi if both sides were willing to refer the issue to a tribunal of honour 
selected from persons who were not protagonists and whose names com. 
manded respect. Both sides must suffer from secession, and the unity ot 
this great movement is too important to the community and the members 
themselves to allow it to be broken for the sake of a quarre! which good 
temper and the employment of good offices could easily settle with 
honourable satisfaction to both sides.

Great Synagogue Guild. 


ADDRESS BY DR. SAMUEL DAICHES, 

Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches gave a lecture on Sunday evening, under 
the auspices of the Great Synagogue Guild for Social Service, on What 
Jewry is Giving to the World.” Mr. Ernest LEsseR presided over the 
meeting, which was in the Ernst Schiff’ Memorial Hall adjoining tho 
Synagogue. 

Dr. Daicues said that they could not discern a single ideal in the 
cruel, brutal, savage movement of Hitierism. It taught doctrines and 
theories of sheer force, of brutality and of “ downing" people. Not only 
was freedom not to be preserved, but slavery was raised to an ideal. 
Jewish idealism counted for nothing; the Jewish Faith, the Jewish Bible, 
counted for nothing. These doctrines had been trumpeted by Nazi 
orators. The world had never yet heard such trumpeting of viciousness 
and badness. Hitlersm wanted to crush Jewry and Judaism. The 
object of Israel's creation was to bring to mankind humanity, hamaneness, 
goodness, truth, spiritual security, mental security, Rachmanul, some- 
thing which made life worth living. They believed that it was not the 
mighty arm or the mighty weapon that brought security to humanity, but 
faith, vision and love of God. 

A discussion followed, after which Dr. Daiches and the Chairman 
were thanked, on the motion of Mr. J. Mendelowitch, seconded by Mr. I. 
Dainow.

Turn into a pie dish witha 
little of the gravy and leave till cold. The steak and giblets should quite 
un the dish. Roll out the pastry rather thickly. Put a strip round the 
rim of the dish; damp this and cover with pastry. Trim and decorate 
the edge; put a tassel and leaves of pastry onthe top. Make a hole at 
each end for the steam to escape. Brush over with beaten egg volk and 
bake in a hot oven from thirty to forty minutes. Serve hot with the 
remainder of the gravy.

Union of Jewish Literary Societies. 
{From our Correspondent.| 


Professor Namier uttered a serious warning on the present 
position of the Jews in a lecture on that subject delivered on Sunday 
to the Union at the Atheuwum Club, Princess Street. Mr. Walter 
Wolfson presided. “We Jews must realise our position,” said the 
lecturer, “and face facts. As an incomplete nation, we have no 
strength; with us, numbers mean wt ikness and danger—except in 
Palestine. There, and nowhere else, numbers mean strength for us. 
The Jews have been deluded by the progress they had been making 
by the short Arctic summer they had enjoyed in the days of the 
economic freedom of the individual. That time is now passing; 
the economic ground is being cut from under their feet, and the 
Jews are being frozen out of their professions.” The German 
catastrophe was most sudden and carried out with most brutality, 
but the same thing was going on in other countries in a less 
obvious way. When the first in:pact of the German catastrophe has 
passed,” he continued, We shall still be faced with the problem of 
the Polish and Ramanian Jews. Professor Namier offered two 
solutions, both justifiable in themselves: (1) Assimilation as 
individuals by intermarriage and so on, by gradual decline in the 
birthrate until the Jew, asa Jew, disappeared ; or ( assimilation "’ 
as a nation, the becoming of a nation like unto all other nations, the 
reaching of normality—in other words, Zionism. After a discussion, 
a vote of thanks was proposed to the lecturer by Mr. Sol. Almond, 
seconded by Dr. T. Armstead. 


— 


Joint Jewish Education Board. 


A meeting of the Board was held at the Talmud Torah Rooms“ 


with Mr. Levy Davis in the Chair. He reported briefly on the em- 
dition of the schools and classes in the area, regretting the closing 
down of the North Manchester and Old Hebrew Classes. It was 
gratifying, he said, that there would be no need for the girls who 
used to attend those classes to discontinue their Hebrew education, 
since ample facilities for both boys and girls were now available at 
the Talmud Torah with its Iyriah Schools in Cheetham and 
Broughton. He congratulated the Talmud Torah on the success 
achieved by its pupils in open competition with all the Talmud 
Torah Schools in the country. The Rey. Dr. I. W. Slotki, in the 
course of his report on the educational activities of the Community, 
submitted letters from the Directors of Education for Manchester 
and Salford in which they renewed and confirmed the arrangements 
relating to the early release of Jewish children in connection with 
the Sabbath and on the earlier closing of certain schools. Dr. Slotki 
had been successful in arranging with the Joint. Matriculation 
Board and the University, to have special papers set for Jewish 
candidates in certain subjects. : 

A vote of congratulation to Dr. M. Epstein on his election to 
the Chairmanship of the Central Committee for Jewish Education, 
was unenimously passed.

Mr. Landy has had charge of these 
Street Lane Classes for the past few months, and the results prove 
conclusively that the Classes are fulfilling a much-needed want. 
An inspection was made last week by the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson who 
submitted the pupils to an examination, and commended the method 
of instruction imparted by the Headmaster. He hoped that the 
parents in that district would take note that there was sufficient 
accommodation and enrol their children as pupils. Mr. D. 1. 
Sandelson, who complimented the Headmaster upon what he had 
achieved so far, said that he was prepared to lend every possible 
assistance, so as to encourage what he regarded as an undoubted 
religious necessity in the locality. Mr. Landy responded.

DISTINGUISHED SPEAKERS DENOUNCE HITLERISM. 
From our Correspondent.) 


Captain Webber, Commander Oliver Locker-Lampson, C. M. G., 
60S. 0., M. P., Mr. Dingle Foot, M. P., the Rt. Hon. T. Johnstone, P. C., 
M. P., and Mr. Cooley, Organising Secretary for the German Jewish 
tefugee Fund, were the principal speakers at a mass meeting held 
last Sunday in the Coliseum Theatre, under the auspices of the 
scottish Council of Jewish Youth Organisations. Previous to the 
meeting Commander Locker-Lampson met a representative body of 
the various Glasgow Jewish organisations, in the Central Hotel, at a 
luncheon where he appealed for support for the German Refugee 
Fund. 

The Coliseum Theatre was filled to capacity at the mass meet 
og, over Which Mr. Myer Kissenisky, Chairman of the Youth 
Organisations, presided. The Chairman said this was the first large 
demonstration held by their Youth Council of Scotland, and it was 
thus an historic event in the annals of Glasgow Jewry. They were 
registering their protest and indignation against the treatment of 
their brethren in Germany. 

Captain Webber, who was given an ovation, spoke of the work 
of his Boycott Organisation, and explained the methods which 
they were developing so as to assure the boyeott of German goods 
and services. 

Nazism the Creed of the Bully and the Cad. 

Commander Locker-Lampson, who also was received with pro- 
longed applause, said that no one but a bully and a cad would seek to 
destroy persons on the grounds of race or religion, The British 


Empire was an organic growth honouring custefi Ind religion, 


respecting every grade of culture and civilisation, and had room for 
the intellectual foreigner. I am not antitierman,’ he declared, 
“and I have always wanted fair-play for Germany. Actually it 
was, I found, the Jews of Germany who used their eloquence and 
argument most effectively to secure a friendly world for Germany. 
But these Jews have now been kicked out, just because they were 
Jews. 

Mr. Cooley, Chief Organising Secretary, appealed for funds for 
the German Jewish Refugee Fund. He was pleased to say that they 
had at the mid-day luncheon within one hour collected £500, 
Commander Locker-Lampson giving £100. 

The Stewards handed round collecting envelopes and the result 
of the appeal amounted to some £500. 

Mr. Dingle Foot, M.P., in his address, said that what was 
happening in Germany to-day constituted a denial and repudiation 
of civilisation. The defence of the Nazi revolution, which claimed 
that brutality in revolutions was merely incidental, broke down 
when they examined the Nazi programme with its policy of racial 
persecution. ‘The brutalities and horrors committed were but the 
harvest of the seeds of hatred of continual anti-Jewish propaganda 
sown in the fertile soil of the German people. Exclusion of Jews 
from professions was, perhaps, the meanest and most cowardly form 
of confiscation. 

The Rt. Hon. Thomas Johnstone, P. C said that they were 
expressing horror and indignation at tyranny and oppression, “| 
am proud to associate myself with all nations who demonstrate 
hostility to Government in Europe by an orang-outang. We 
stand for equal rights irrespective of creed or class. The brute has 
risen in Germany, and we must make Known that through the 
hoyeott, the League of Nations or action by the Governments, we 
have declared that this persecution must be stopped. Germany 
cannot be free if she enslaves others, and there will be no freedom 
until the oppressor is pulled down from his pedestal. 

Mr. Jack Manson moved vote of thanks to the speakers.

Dr. A. Cohen, ina 
letter to the Editor of the BIRMINGHAM POST, wrote: Your report of Sir 
Oswald Mosley’s speech at Wolverhampton includes this sentence: They 
charged certain great Jewish interests with deliberately organising to 
promote a war feeling against Germany.“ In Birmingham and other 
cities, Sir Oswald Mosley’s “ Black Shirts” display posters alleging that 
Jews aim at dragging this country into war with Germany. The law 
allows a person to libel a community without fear of being challenged to 
justify his actusation before the Courts. Sir Oswald Mosley is safe in 
referring vaguely to“ certain great Jewish interests“; but interests 
have individuals promoting them. Why, then, does he not name the 
Jews who are imperilling the peace of the world? His veracity could 
then be tested.

During the year ended September last, more houses have been built 
in Britain by private enterprise than in any previous year. The Minister 
of Health, Sir Hilton Young, during his visit this week to Manchester, 
declared that a house of the type needed for the lower-paid wage carner 
was now being built on au average for £281, as compared with £295 when 
the subsidy was abolished last December. An analysis of over 11,000 
houses built by private enterprise in the six months to the end of 
September, suggested that of the total houses provided in England and 
Wales by private enterprise during that period, some 18 per cent. 
or 15,000 were actually let, and that 33 per cent. or 26,000 had a 
rateable value not greater than £15 (£20 in the Metropolitan Police 
District). The increase in the supply of small houses to sell and 
their falling price bad their direct effect in increasing the amount 
of. letting accommodation that was available for the manual 
workers and in tending to reduce their rents. The present needs 
ot the country for small houses to let, and its needs for some time to 
come, were in fact being met, and would be met with the he!p of subsidy. 
„Those interested in building both from the prsctical and from the 
financial side, have a great opportunity for profitable evterprise in provid- 
ing small houses to let to the manual workers,” said Sir Hilton. Ihey 
have the opportunity and they have the power. It is dom them in the 
ong run, that we can best obtain a full and cheap sgpyly of this most 
essential article. The surest way to overcome housing shortage is to 
secure a free and natural supply on an economic business footing. It 
was, however, the duty of local authorities to prevent a shortage of houses 
for the wage carners of their localities. A start had been made with the 
scheme proposed by the building societies under which they would finance 
small houses to let, and the local authorities had made proposals contem- 
plating guarantees for 13,000 houses.” On Tuesday in the House of Lords, 
the Marquess of Reading said that he hoped the Government would press 
on with the vital work of providing houses, especially for the workers 
who were able to pay only low rents.

The meeting to re-inaugurate the Golders Green Orphan Aid Society, 
was held on Sunday at the residence of Alderman and Mrs. Sidncy 
Bolsom, 26, Rosecroft Avenue, N.W. Mr. Michael Cohen, Chairman of 
the Joint Advisory Committec, representing the Aid Societies of the 
Metropolis, said that the Golders Green Society, which had ceased to 
function during the present year, had collected in six consecutive years 
no less than £14,000 for the Institution, and it seemed that some 
endeavours should be made to place the Society once again on its feet. 
He announced that Alderinan Bolsom had accepted the office of President. 
Major Sir Isidore Salmon said that the past had gone, and it was for those 
ladies and gentlemen who were present to sec that the Society was made 
once more to flourish. He was one of those who would rather see a 
thousand subscribers annually of ten shillings than ove subscriber of £500. 
He appealed to all who would support the new Committee not to be dis 
heartened in their task of canvassing for new subscribers. He moved the 
following resolution: That the Golders Green Orphan Aid Socloty be 
re-inaugurated.’’ Mr. M. Stephany, in seconding the resolution, said that 
the old Society had ceased to function through no fault of its own, and he 
would gladly associate himself with the new Committee in its work. The 
total annual cost of running the Jewish Orphanage was about £26,000, and 
the Aid Societies had raised 25 per cent. of that sum in recent years.

MUSIC. 
A Distinguished B. B. C. Concert, 

Wednesday evening's B.B.C. Symphony Concert was distin 
guished firstly by Sir Thomas Beecham’s conducting, and secondly 
by Piatigorsky’s playing of the solo instrument in Elgar's Violoncello 
Concerto. The programme afforded Sir Thomas Beecham ample 
scope to demonstrate all his powers; for it began with . Mozart's 
Symphony No. 34, took Elgar in its stride, and after the interval 
crowded Smetana's From Bohemian Woods and Fields,” Delius 
“Eventyr” and Chaikovsky'’s “Francesca da Rimini” into tho 
short hour allotted to the second half. It would be difficult to sav 
where the conductor excelled most; my preference would be for the 
symphony, into which he put all his knowledge and love of Mozart. 
In the Elgar concerto Piatigorsky's interpretation was notable for its 
sympathetic handling of the two adagio movements. Andaithough 
he did not exploit to the utmost all the brilliance and verve of the 
bravura passages in the fourth movement, his performance was 
marked throughout by its suppleness and beauty. 

A Front Rank Pianist. : 

After Edwin Fischer's latest recital, at the Grotrian Hall, there 
can be no doubt (if there had been any) as to his rank among tho 
world's finest pianists, I missed all except the end of the Hammer 
klavier Sonata, but that end made me wish 1 hadn't. Since 
Fischer transformed two Schubert Impromptus into miniature 
epics, conferring on them a tremendous passion and impulse, one 
wondered what scale of tonal values he could have hadat his command 
for such a work as Beethoven's Op. 106. It is very difficult to make 
Brahms’ first Intermezzo of the four comprised in Op. 117 grip the 
listener's attention, so completely dependent is it on under- rather 
than over-statemeat. But Fischer succeeded, and went on to play 
the Rhapsody in E flat rather rhapsodically. A Nocturne and 
Polonaise by Chopin further demonstrated the pianist’s remarkablo 
gift of interpretation, to which his very fine technique is strictly 
subservient. 

Another Schnabel. 

One is grateful for the unusual programme, even if it includes 
such so-called hackneyed works as Mendelssohn's Songs Without 
Words.“ How many know any of these six songs other than the 
last, | wonder? Karl Ulrich Schnabel, in his ‘recital at Wigmore 
Hall on Tuesday evening, utilised them to demonstrate fine 
musicianship allied to considerable technical powers. In 
Schumann's “ Fantaisie,” which opened the programme, he wis 
able to bring into play a very powerful forte tone, which distinctly 
reminded one of the pianist from whom the young Schnabel h is 
undoubtedly inherited his gifts. Liszt's B Minor Sonata complete: 
the compact programme. 

An Iateres‘i1g Recital. 

Vera Moore was a little heavy-handed in her recital at Wigmor>) 
Hall on Thursday evening in last week. Early Beethoven, such as 
the Sonata Op.

but apart from perhaps attempting to get more out of it than tho 
composer put in, her interpretation and general performance were 
very good.
